Same-sex marriage ban killed

T he state Senate Judiciary Committee 
has successfully ended a right-wing Re¬ 
publican’s bid to ban the recognition of 
same-sex marriages in California. 

On Tuesday, April 22, as it did last year, the 
committee killed the measure forbidding the 
recognition of same-sex marriages performed 
in other states, by adding an amendment that 
would have given domestic partnership rights 
to California gay and lesbian couples. 

The proposed marriage ban, authored by 


Republican Senator Pete Knight of Palmdale, 
was killed with a 2-2 vote. Five votes were 
needed on the nine-member panel to move 
the bill out of committee. 

Knight insisted on keeping the bill intact 
as a definition of marriage, rather than cre¬ 
ating benefits for domestic partners who 
would register with the state as a substitute 
for same-sex marriage. 

“I don’t think it’s in our best interest to 
redefine what marriage is all about. It’s about 
maintaining what we understand is the mar¬ 
riage unit between one man and one 
woman,” he told the committee. 


California Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden of San Francisco said that the 
amendment presented anti-gay legislators 
with a choice - to provide domestic partners 
benefits or see such measures banning anti¬ 
gay marriage fail. 

“Either way it’s another victory for the 
lesbian and gay community,” she told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

The amendments by committee Chairman 
John Burton, D-San Francisco, would, as 
those added last year, provide for registration 
of domestic partners, extend rights of hospi-

S an Francisco city officials are calling 
on the U.S. Attorney’s Office to ex¬ 
plain a raid by federal drug agents 
on a medical marijuana outlet and 
the seizure of 331 pot plants and 
$8,000 worth of equipment. The early 
morning raid Monday, April 21 was eerily 
similar to state agents’ bust of the Cannabis 
Buyers Club last summer. 

This latest assault on state Proposition 
215, the medical marijuana law, comes on 
the heels of San Francisco federal judge Fern 
Smith’s issuance of a temporary restraining 
order in favor of physicians who recom¬ 
mend medical marijuana, and her order to 
the federal government to work out an 
agreement while the doctors’ lawsuit is 
The staff at Flower Therapy expressed 
outrage over the raid and vowed to remain 
open for business; the center has about 
1,000 members. 

A deputy U.S. attorney authorized the 
search. It is not known whether U.S. Attor¬ 
ney Michael Yamaguchi was informed of the 
raid prior to its execution; as of Bay Area 
Reporter presstime, Yamaguchi had not con¬ 
tacted San Francisco District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan. At a press conference Tues¬ 
day, April 22, the city’s top law enforcement 
official said Yamaguchi was out sick on 
Monday, and that he would urge Yamaguchi 
not to proceed with the case and to wait 
until the medical marijuana issue is decided 
through the courts or state legislature. 

Hallinan also criticized the raid itself, 
calling it unnecessary. DEA agents could 
have simply called him if they had a prob¬ 
lem with Flower Therapy, he said. 

Both he and San Francisco Police Chief 
Fred Lau were kept out of the loop about 
the matter, Hallinan told a crowd of re¬ 
porters. In fact, San Francisco medical mar¬ 
ijuana advocate Gary Johnson informed 
Hallinan’s office shortly after the staff dis¬ 
covered the raid when they opened at about 


T wo men were arrested and charged 
with assault with a deadly weapon at 
about 11:45 p.m. last Wednesday, 
April 16, after the cab they hired 
plowed into a pedestrian in front of Orphan 
Andy’s restaurant on 17th Street near Cas¬ 
tro, according to Mission Station police 
Lieutenant Gabe Harp.

Gay cop valor rewarded 
with bronze star

penly gay Police Officers 
Association Treasurer 
Chuck Limbert received a 
bronze medal of valor from the 
San Francisco Police Commission 
at an awards ceremony Wednes¬ 
day, April 16. 

Limbert and his patrol partner 
Officer Chris Schaffer received the 
award for valor for their response

who had pulled a gun on them in 
a crowded residence. 

“I knew that if I shot him, an 
innocent bystander could have 
been hurt,” Limbert said. “There’s 
no doubt I could have killed him 
if he went to hurt me or my part¬ 
ner.” 

In the incident, Limbert and 
his rookie partner were assisting a 
woman who had been attacked in 
her car while she was stopped at a 
stop sign in the Taraval District. 

The woman was surrounded 
by several men who ordered her 
to get out of the car and give them 
her money. The suspects smashed 
the car windows, tried to pull her 
out the window, managed to get 
her watch from her arm, pulled 
the woman’s dog out of the car, 
and threw it to the ground. At that 
point, according to a narrative of 


the incident, she drove off. 

She saw one of the suspects 
run into a residence, and when 
Limbert and Schaffer entered the 
residence in pursuit, they imme¬ 
diately found themselves in a 
room with six suspects, and a sev¬ 
enth entering from a bathroom 
slightly behind the two officers. 

The suspect reached into his 
waistband and pulled out a 
cocked handgun. Limbert pulled 
his gun and ordered the suspect to

jpects in the room were yelling, 
“Drop the pig, kill the pigr 

“I was able to talk him through 
it,” Limbert said. “I realized that I 
had the power to take someone’s 
life. I never knew how heavy that 
it is; how much power is entrust¬ 
ed by the citizens.” 

Limbert said that the case 
never went to court because the 
District Attorney dropped the 
charges when the man’s probation 
for another crime was revoked 
and he was returned to custody. 

Limbert, a former hospital ad¬ 
ministrator, has been on the po¬ 
lice force for five years. 

Bianchi at the 
Ambassador 

Also receiving a bronze medal 
of valor was officer Catherine 
Bianchi, who intervened last year 
during an incident at the Ambas¬ 


sador Hotel. After a crazed suspect 
struck an officer with a fire extin¬ 
guisher he had sprayed in officers’ 
faces, Bianchi attempted to pull 
the injured officer from the con¬ 
tinued physical assault and spray. 

Another officer finally shot the 
suspect in the chest, but he did 
not go down, and the officer and 
Bianchi maintained their position 
in a hallway clouded by chemical 
fire extinguisher spray, with near¬ 
zero visibility and breathing ex¬ 
tremely difficult. 

As a sergeant drew the suspect 

out into the open, according to a 
detailed narrative of the incident, 

a second suspect emerged from 
the bathroom armed with a knife 
and made stabbing motions at the 
first suspect. The suspect then 
turned toward the officers with 
the knife held in a threatening 
manner. 

A lieutenant at the scene dis¬ 
armed the suspect with a baton 
strike to the hand after he failed to 
follow orders to drop the weapon. 

The first suspect was then sub¬ 
dued without further injury to 
himself, officers, or Ambassador 
residents. 

Bianchi, who was an on-site 
officer in the Aaron Williams case 
but was not charged with any 
wrongdoing in the controversial 
matter, has since resigned the de¬ 
partment. ▼ 



Andaya hearings to go 
forward without Norman

Monday, April 21 ruling by 
Superior Court Judge 
William Cahill has cleared 
the way for the San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Commission to hold discipli¬ 
nary hearings against San Fran¬ 
cisco police Officer Marc Andaya. 
Andaya, who is charged with lying 
on his employment application, 
had challenged the commission’s 
authority to conduct the discipli¬ 
nary proceedings, but Cahill ruled 
that the commission had jurisdic¬ 
tion under the City Charter. 

Andaya, 35, had also asked that 
Commission President Pat Nor¬ 
man be banned from hearing the 
case because of bias against him, 
but Cahill pointed out that Nor¬ 


man, a longtime lesbian commu¬ 
nity leader, had already recused 
herself from the case. 

Andaya was one of several of¬ 
fices charged with brutality for 
using excessive force in subduing 
Aaron Williams, a burglary sus¬ 
pect who died in police custody of 
heart failure caused by “excited 
delirium” related to cocaine in¬ 
toxication. 

William was pepper-sprayed 
by the police during the violent 
altercation, and his death is the 
subject of lawsuit filed by relatives 
who charge he was killed by ex¬ 
cessive force. 

In a split 2-2 vote that forced 
the dismissal of the charges, the 
commission ruled last year that 
Andaya and other officers had not 
used excessive force. 


Norman voted to uphold the 
excessive force charges. 

The panel earlier this year or¬ 
dered Andaya suspended for 90 
days, rather than dismissed, for 
failing to seek medical treatment 
for Williams or adequately moni¬ 
tor his condition after he was ar¬ 
rested. 

Police commission president 
John Keker and member Chloe 
Hewlett later resigned over the 
Andaya controversy and their fail¬ 
ure to remove him from the force. 

In other police disciplinary 
news, openly gay police officer 
Kenneth Catamount lost a legal 
appeal this week, and has been or¬ 
dered to trim his distinctive han¬ 
dlebar mustache per police dress 
code and personal grooming 
guidelines. ▼

hanti Project has named as¬ 
sociate director Kurt Wuell¬ 
ner as its interim executive 
director, while the Shanti board of 
directors conducts an executive 
search, according to an April 21 
announcement by the HIV/AIDS 
support service agency. 

Wuellner is the former execu¬ 
tive director of Napa Valley AIDS 
Project and has ten years of experi¬ 
ence in HIV/AIDS healthcare and 
prevention services at the North¬ 
west AIDS Foundation and the 
Seattle King County Department 
of Public Health. He will tem¬ 
porarily replace Gloria Sandoval, 
who resigned to become the execu¬ 
tive director of Battered Women’s 
Alternatives of Contra Costa 
County, a multi-service agency for 
victims of partner assault and other 
forms of domestic violence. 

“I am walking into a very or¬ 
ganized and financially stable or¬ 
ganization. It will be exciting 
working with quality staff, dedi¬ 
cated volunteers, and other AIDS 
agencies to provide the most ap¬ 
propriate services to people with 
AIDS,” Wuellner said. 

Once San Francisco’s premiere 
AIDS housing agency, Shanti was 
stripped of its government hous¬ 
ing contracts in a mid-’90s scan- 
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dal that involved more than 
$300,000 in unapproved expendi¬ 
tures. 

Executive director Eric Rofes 
and deputy director Melinda 
Paras resigned in the wake of the 
controversy. 

The agency was forced to pay 
back the funds to the city and later 
took its accounting firm to arbi¬ 
tration over its failure to catch the 
unapproved expenditures during

routine audits. 

Sandoval denied that her res¬ 
ignation was related to agency’s 
recent loss of a controversial con¬ 
tract for services based in the Ten¬ 
derloin, and said that she was 
confident the agency would con¬ 
tinue to thrive.

Prior to that job, Smith served 
at the American Red Cross of the 
Inland Empire (Southern Califor¬ 
nia), first as HIV/AIDS preven¬ 
tion project director and then as 
associate director of the develop¬ 
ment office. 

Smith is also involved with the 
LIFE Lobby in Sacramento, and 
serves as the regional organizing 
chair for the board of directors. 
He is also associated with the state 
Department of Health Services, 
where he serves as an HIV coun¬ 
selor trainer. He also served on 
the Inland Empire HIV Planning 
Council and has been involved 
with the African-American AIDS

CUAV still owes $120K 
for Halloween ’96

T he city of San Francisco has 
agreed to pay just one-third 
of the $186,000 in debts ac¬ 
crued during last year’s Hal¬ 
loween festivities in Civic Center. 

TK*t 1-^-United 

Against Violence, which produced 
the event, facing over $120,000 in 
bills and threats of legal action by 
some 50 creditors. 

CUAV had sought a supple¬ 
mental cash appropriation of 
$168,000 in city funds to its annu¬ 
al $460,000 budget, but will receive 
only $66,000, according to CUAV 
Director Lester Olmstead-Rose. 

The city’s decision will be con¬ 
veyed at a meeting with Hal¬ 
loween ’96 creditors and the 
agency on April 30, Olmstead- 
Rose said. He declined to identify 
specific creditors. 

Olmstead-Rose said that a key 
cause of the financial disaster was 
a police decision to ease crowd 
control problems during the 
event by opening entrance gates 
to thousands of celebrants with¬ 


out charging admission. 

Olmstead-Rose told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the agency’s 
smallest unpaid bill to creditors 
was for $20, and its largest was for 
$17,000. He estimated the cost of 
opening the gates was anywhere 
between $100,000 and $150,000. 

Dean Goodwin, Mayor Willie 
Brown’s liaison to the lesbian and 
gay community, acknowledged 
that police decisions were a factor 
in the city’s agreement to provide 
the $66,000 in financial assistance. 
However, he said, the city would 
not assist with financial losses re¬ 
lated to poor beverage and con¬ 
cession sales and corporate spon¬ 
sorship. 

According to an income/ex¬ 
pense statement, CUAV pulled in 
a meager $20,711 from food and 
beverage concessions, but spent 
more than $150,000 on entertain¬ 
ment costs. 

“CUAV is really good at crowd 
control, really good at advocating 


awareness of safety,” Goodwin 
told the B.A.R. “The mayor’s of¬ 
fice has complete faith in the 
agency as far as its daily client ser¬ 
vices and violence-prevention 
programs are concerned.” 

But, he added, the agency had 
“some learning” to do about pro¬ 
ducing an annual event of the 
magnitude of Halloween ’96. 

CUAV moved the event to the 
Civic Center from the Castro, to 
keep the Upper Market neighbor¬ 
hood safe from anti-gay violence 
and the sheer crush of hundreds 
of thousands of often inebriated 
and mostly heterosexual revelers 
who have flocked to the neigh¬ 
borhood on Halloween in years 
past. 

Although CUAV has expressed 
interest in producing the poten¬ 
tially profitable Civic Center Hal¬ 
loween event next year, at least 
one other group, Mission Eco¬ 
nomic and Cultural Association, 
has expressed a similar interest. ▼

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Same-sex domestic 
violence forum Wednesday

W hile most studies and sta¬ 
tistics on domestic vio¬ 
lence in this country are 
focused on women in heterosex¬ 
ual relationships, there is a grow¬ 
ing concern about violence com¬ 
mitted among same-sex couples, 
male and female alike. As public 
disapproval of domestic violence 
is escalating, more and more 
community members are show¬ 
ing their willingness to take action 
on behalf of victims, and to in¬ 
crease their efforts towards vio¬ 
lence prevention. 

Through the support of the 
Family Violence Prevention Fund 
(FVPF) and the San Francisco 
Commission on the Status of 
Women, Filipinos in the Bay Area 
are taking a proactive stance in ad¬ 
dressing the issue of same-sex do¬ 
mestic violence in their communi¬ 
ty. This issue will be the subject of 
a community meeting and dia¬ 
logue to be held this Wednesday 
April 30, 1997, at the San Francis¬ 
co State University Downtown 
Center, located 425 Market Street, 
Room 704, starting at 6 p.m. 

Topics for the dialogue will in¬ 
clude discussion of domestic vio¬ 
lence as it occurs among gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender 


Filipino-Americans and Filipino 
immigrants; as well as the identifi¬ 
cation of barriers and gaps in pro¬ 
viding services to those experienc¬ 
ing same-sex domestic violence in 
the community. The public forum 
also hopes to foster networking to 
address this issue collaboratively. 
Presenters and facilitators will in¬ 
clude representatives from the Fil¬ 
ipino Speakers Bureau, Commu¬ 
nity United Against Violence 
(CUAV), Asian Women’s Shelter, 
San Francisco Department of 
Flealth, and the District Attorney’s 
Family Violence Project. 

Leni Marin is a program man¬ 
ager at FVPF and former presi¬ 
dent of the San Francisco Com¬ 
mission on the Status of Women. 
She told the B.A.R. that while 
there are no hard data or statistics 
documenting the prevalence of 
same-sex domestic violence in the 
Filipino community, anecdotal 
evidence gathered from commu¬ 
nity conferences, as well as sup¬ 
port and focus groups, point to 
the fact that people are experienc¬ 
ing, or know someone who is ex¬ 
periencing violence within same- 
sex relationships. 

Marin added that in April of 
1995, a Filipino community con¬ 
ference held in the Bay Area iden¬ 
tified same-sex domestic violence 
as one of the major issues con¬ 


fronting our community. “It’s all 
about power and control,” Marin 
said, “involving the whole contin¬ 
uum of physical, verbal, and emo¬ 
tional abuse.” 

According to Marin, while the 
upcoming meeting hopes to cre¬ 
ate awareness about the issue of 
same-sex domestic violence, it is 
also intended to prevent the fur¬ 
ther stereotyping - based on ho¬ 
mophobia - of those committing 
domestic violence. “Just because a 
woman in a lesbian relationship is 
seen as the ‘butch’ partner,” she 
pointed out, “does not necessarily 
mean that she would be the po¬ 
tential abuser.” 

Marin hopes that other com¬ 
munities will also take a proactive 
stance in addressing the issue of 
same-sex domestic violence. She 
says that it is important that those 
experiencing domestic abuse 
know where to turn to for help 
and support. T

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Case of East Bay 
‘murder-for-hire’ doc 
to go to civil trial, too

M n East Bay gay physician 
i fJ I who was charged last year in 
lla bizarre murder-for-hire- 
plot is now being sued by the for¬ 
mer lover he allegedly tried to 
have killed. 

Dr. Gary A. Parkison of Con¬ 
cord, California was named in a 
civil suit filed by James Swan on 
Friday, April 18. According to the 
suit, Swan suffered “extreme and 
severe mental anguish” over the 
murder-for-hire plot and alleges 
that the plot and Parkison’s 
threats on his life constituted civil, 
as well as criminal, assault. 

Swan has also been unable to 
work and has suffered lost earn¬ 
ings because of the psychological 
and emotional trauma that Park¬ 
ison caused by stalking him and 
trying to have him killed, the law¬ 
suit says. 

The suit also alleges Swan was 
the victim of medical negligence, 
both on the part of his physician- 
lover and the John Muir Medical 
Center in Walnut Creek. 

“During the course of their re¬ 
lationship, the defendant acted as 
a physician vis-a-vis Mr. Swan,” 
plaintiff’s attorney John E. Hill 
told the Bay Area Reporter, “and 
gave him some medication we be¬ 
lieve was inappropriate” on April 
21,1996. 

According to the lawsuit, when 
Swan went to the John Muir Med¬ 
ical Center for emergency treat¬ 
ment in connection with the inci¬ 
dent, medical staffers “pooh-

poohed” Swan’s concerns. 

“They sent him on his way. He 
continued to have a lot of symp- 
tomology over the next period of 
time,” Hill said. 

In an exclusive interview with 
the Bay Area Reporter last June, 
Parkison had claimed that Swan 
“had shot up” an unidentified 
stimulant drug at his house and 
gone berserk the evening of the 
incident. 

“He snapped and got crazy 
when we were getting into the car. 

I got him back into the house, but 

he went right back out yelling, 
‘I’m afraid of you, I’m afraid of 
you,’” Parkison told the B.A.R. 
“It’s incredible. I dearly loved that 
man.” 

Police records say that howev¬ 
er much Parkison may have “dear¬ 


ly loved” Swan, he also paid 
$5,000 to have him killed. 

Parkison was arrested last June 
4 at a Concord shopping plaza 
after allegedly making the last of 
two $2,500 cash payments to a 
Concord undercover police officer 
posing as a hired killer. 

Parkison and his current lover 
Michael Merrill were arrested 
shortly after making the payment 
to the detective, who had just 
showed Parkison a photo snap¬ 
shot of a purportedly strangled 
Swan. 

Swan had been tipped off by 
police and agreed to pose for the 
photo to trap Parkison. 

A former employer and friend 
of Parkison’s informed police that 
the doctor had asked her to get a 
gun with a silencer on it and had 
begun to talk about having Swan 
killed. 

According to the informant, 
Parkison was worried that Swan 
would implicate him in an arson 
fire of a Concord office housing 
and executive relocation business 
he owned in addition to his med¬ 
ical practice. 

Police also said that Parkison 
wanted to collect on a $450,000 
life insurance policy he had taken 
out on Swan. 

In his interview with tk@ 

Area Reporter, Parkison said 
he was set up on the charges. 

He remains in custody at the 
Martinez, California Detention 
Center on $10 million bail in con¬ 
nection with the case. 

A hearing on the civil charges 
will be held in September. T

f e’ve never had too much sympathy 
for the Waco wackos or militiaper- 
sons who claim the federal govern¬ 
ment is out of control, and were appalled a 
couple of years ago when the National Rifle 
Association sent out fundraising appeals de¬ 
scribing government agents as jackbooted 
thugs. Like most people, we find that kind 
of anti-federalism scary and out of place in 
twentieth century America. But the govern¬ 
ment tests those feelings when it breaks into 
cannabis clubs that supply medicine to our 
community’s people with AIDS. 

Flower Therapy, the latest club to be 
raided, was closed and unoccupied at the 
time drug enforcement agents arrived and 
smashed the doors off the hinges, so there 
are no eyewitnesses to report if they were 
jackbooted thugs or thugs in tutus. All that 
is known is they were acting contrary to the 
decision of voters in San Francisco and 
throughout California. 

What makes it so exasperating is that 
San Francisco could use federal help clean¬ 
ing up some real drug epidemics. Every day 
more of our citizens are sucked into the 
ever-widening pool of black tar heroin 
that’s hitting Bay Area streets; and last time 
we looked it was obvious the methamphet- 
amine epidemic was nowhere near over. 
(Remember the days when gay men who 
talked about laying out the crystal for a 
party were talking about the Waterford? We 
liked those days better.) 

But instead of helping the Bay Area by 
addressing either of those problems - and 
they are problems, because unlike marijua¬ 
na, heroin and amphetamines are addictive 
and therefore cause property crimes and 
crimes of violence - DEA agents had to go 
smashing into Flower Therapy. Of course, it 
was less stressful for the agents to target a 
cannabis club than real drug barons, and 
much safer for them. With its small crop 
destined for people with AIDS, cancer, glau¬ 
coma.. and multupW sclerosis. tKe civil, is cer¬ 
tainly not the “large-scale growing opera¬ 
tion” that the Feds supposedly feared so 
much. It is a case of elephant guns being 


used to destroy a gnat; and be- 
sides looking awfully silly, that 
overkill is exactly the kind of gun-tot- 
ing macho excess that so scares the Tim¬ 
othy McVeighs of this world 
(allegedly). 

As the manager of Flower 
Therapy pointed out, the net 
effect of the raid will be higher prices for 
pot, and considering the extremely limited 
budgets of most PWAs we know, that’s crim¬ 
inal. By keeping the price of cannabis artifi¬ 
cially high (if you consider that a pun, please 
forgive it) the DEA maintains an incentive 
for organized crime to continue dealing the 
stuff; that situation is good for no one. If the 
federal government can’t figure that out, 
with all its many layers of bureaucracy and 
professional thinkers, then maybe somebody 
from the DEA should deliver a few ounces 
of confiscated Flower Therapy evidence to 
Capitol Hill and Pennsylvania Avenue. 

Closer to home, fortunately, our elected 
officials have a better sense of perspective, 



, and have informed the federal govern¬ 
ment that San Francisco doesn’t need 
its interference. We’re glad to see them 
standing up for the PWAs who need 
’ them, and the voters who made 

their wishes quite explicit, by 
denouncing the raid. Supervi¬ 
sor Amos Brown was especial¬ 
ly outraged and eloquent; his unwavering 
support for PWAs who need their medicine 
might have surprised us a year ago, but by 
now he has shown he can be counted on to 
be a true friend to the community, and a 
super supervisor all around. 

Applause, too, to the Sacramento legisla¬ 
tors who killed two stupid proposals this 
week, forbidding gay marriage and sex clubs. 
Ironically, both bills died because lawmak¬ 
ers simply didn’t vote one way or another. In 
Washington that closes the system down; 
here in California we have made not voting 
into its own form of governmental proce¬ 
dure. And Washington thinks we need its 
help with our pot clubs? Yeah, right. ▼

Celebrity + leadership

A fter a prolonged lesbian tease, Ellen 
DeGeneres is finally coming out - vir¬ 
tually, as her character on TV, and in 
real life. Queers across the country are plan¬ 
ning Ellen parties for the big coming out 
night. National gay organizations are mass¬ 
mailing Ellen houseparty kits (complete 
with membership forms and trivia contests). 
Theaters in Dallas, D.C., and elsewhere have 
been booked for screening parties. 

I’m always up for a good party, but my 
take on this spectacle is somewhat different. 
On April 30 I won’t be watching Ellen. My 
television set will be turned off. Instead, I’m 
planning a house party featuring readings 
of the late Allen Ginsberg’s Howl! Consider 
it a counter-Ellen party. In fact, let the Ellen 
backlash begin. 

The attention generated by the show in¬ 
vokes broader issues of where our move¬ 
ment is and where it is going. It focuses at¬ 
tention on the role of “celebrity” in secur¬ 
ing cultural visibility and acceptance, and 
whether or not “visibility” itself is tanta¬ 
mount to progressive social liberation. 

And how is the newest media darling 
handling her role as gay cultural figure? She 
has spent most of her precious media time 
(a) defending her closet; (b) disavowing gay 
activism; and (c) slamming butch lesbians 
and drag queens. 

Let me quote from her Time magazine 
cover interview: 

“It would be great if [Hollywood stars 
come out] if for no other reason than just 
to show the diversity, so it’s not just the ex¬ 
tremes. Because unfortunately those are the 
people who get the most attention on the 
news. You know, when you see the parades 
and you see dykes on bikes or these men 
dressed as women. I don’t want to judge 
them .. .it’s just that I don’t want them rep¬ 


resenting the entire gay community, and 
I’m sure they don’t want me representing 
them. ...It’s like seeing scary heterosexuals 
or talk shows - it’s like saying Joey Butta- 
fuoco represents the heterosexual popula¬ 
tion.” 

Thanks for the insightful words of en¬ 
couragement, Ellen. Drag queens, butch les¬ 
bians, and leather folks are not the prob¬ 
lem. There is no dress code for civil 
rights. The problem is a myopic 
media - including the ABC net¬ 
work, which airs Ellen - that thrives 
on sensationalism instead of accu¬ 
rate, insightful reporting and pro¬ 
gramming. 

“I want to get beyond 
this [controversy around 
being ‘out’]. ...Let’s get 
beyond this, and let me 
get back to what I do. 

Maybe I’ll find something even bigger to do 
later on. Maybe I’ll become black.” 

DeGeneres says this after brilliantly 
staging a carefully choreographed media 
campaign predicated upon the controver¬ 
sy of being gay. Now that she’s scored 
headlines and houseparties, she wants to 
“get beyond” it. 

Television and popular culture are inun¬ 
dated by superficial celebrity and commer¬ 
cial fluff. It’s positive that stars are coming 
out. I wish more of them would. But if we as 
a movement are going to invest so much 
capital into promoting them, if we are going 
to be accomplices in the global trafficking 
of commercial celebrity glamour, we should 
require more for our worship. 

Stars must use their spotlights to shine 
awareness on subjects of cultural impor¬ 
tance, such as being gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgender. That’s the social contract I 
want to sign with them in exchange for my 
adoration. 

That’s why I, with tongue placed firmly 



in cheek, propose the formation of the new 
Celebrity Liberation Front (CLF). The CLF 
is a group dedicated to helping recently out 
entertainment and political figures fulfill 
their newfound role as “spokes-celebs.” It’s 
also about exposing the fact that celebrity 
does not necessarily equal leadership and 
liberation. 

A first action of CLF could be a Gay 101 
Media Charm School for celebrities. We 
would teach them that if they can’t say any¬ 
thing enlightening, at least they 
shouldn’t attack other queers - in- 
eluding those on the vulnerable 
“margins” of our community. 
The Ellen fever points out 
that celebrity and its atten¬ 
dant media consumerism 
- buy me, buy my show, 
buy its commercials - 
should not be mistaken 
by queers as social and cultural liberation. 
Out celebrity visibility does not equal gay 
equality. I believe we must set our sights 
higher. A true progressive movement for so¬ 
cial change can have stars and substance si¬ 
multaneously. We can have ratings and rev¬ 
olution, glamour and civil rights gains. 

But as long as we blindly follow the pied 
piper time of hype we forsake opportunities 
for real social change and sell others out in 
the process. It makes me think of that fa¬ 
mous line from Howl!: “I saw the best minds 
of my generation destroyed by 
madness/starving hysterical naked.” Add 
“seduced by celebrity” to that stanza. ▼

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Open Hand - or closed fist? 

I have recently read with interest articles regard¬ 
ing Project Open Hand, an organization that receives 
great praise for its service to the HIV community. I 
would agree that this praise is well-deserved in the 
context of the line employees’ hard work and the in¬ 
spiring commitment of the volunteers who deliver 
thousands of meals and bag many bags of groceries a 
week, all life supporting for people with HIV in the 
Bay Area. However, after working for POH for seven 
years as a volunteer coordinator, I left as the result of 
some disturbing trends within the organization. 

When I began, POH was a grass-roots organiza¬ 
tion that spent the majority of its resources on direct 
client services. The management structure was rela¬ 
tively flat. The relationships between all of the em¬ 
ployees were respectful, and there was a refreshing 
lack of “corporate-like” hierarchy. Unfortunately, that 
is no longer the case. In fact, POH recently spent $7 
million to buy and remodel a new headquarters, not 
to improve the kitchen space, nor to provide for vol¬ 
unteer activities, but to provide office space for the 
ever-expanding management and supervisory per¬ 
sonnel. By the time I left, I had two direct supervisors 
and a manager overseeing my work. This created a 
situation wherein management personnel continued 
to try to assert their power by competing for supervi¬ 
sory responsibility over line personnel. The amount 
of meetings I was required to attend in a week’s time, 
all of which duplicated the same information, took 
away from my ability to spend my time 
more appropriately as a volunteer coordi¬ 
nator. Moreover, the competition for 
power internally has in no way been nur¬ 
turing of either line staff or volunteers. 

Conversely, relationships between super¬ 
visors and employees have suffered to 
the degree that there has evolved an at¬ 
mosphere of harassment and intimida¬ 
tion. Criticism of the organization re¬ 
sults in termination, through pressure to 
quit or outright firings. Once an employee has been 
purged, the message is driven home through man¬ 
agement’s mean-spirited derogatory comments about 
the former employee. 

Perhaps it is not too late for POH to look back at 
its beginnings and realize what was so good that has 
been lost, and try to recapture what made POH such 
a compassionate organization.

Services across the Bay 

I want to commend you on the excellent “Surviv¬ 
ing HIV” section in the April 3 B.A.R. I am certain 
HIV+ residents of San Francisco will find the infor¬ 
mation valuable, and the resource guide useful. I was 
disappointed, however, at the lack of coverage of areas 
outside San Francisco, particularly Alameda County. 

Alameda County has a wonderful rent subsidy 
program called Project Independence that is funded 
by a HOPWA Special Projects of National Signifi¬ 
cance grant. This program is designed to help people 
stay in their homes at a time when increasing med¬ 
ical expenses and diminished income make it diffi¬ 
cult to continue to pay the same amount of rent. Pro¬ 
ject Independence began accepting a second round 
applications on April 1, on a first-come, first-served 
basis. The City of Berkeley also has a rent subsidy pro¬ 
gram, for individuals who live, work, or are receiving 
drug/alcohol services in Berkeley. The City of Berke¬ 
ley and Alameda County were jointly awarded a grant 
to provide housing and supportive services to home¬ 
less people with AIDS or “related conditions.” The 
collaborative program is called “AIDS Collaborative 
Shelter Plus Care,” and intakes are being conducted 
through New Directions. 

As Cynthia Laird’s article on CHIPS demonstrates, 
the wait for affordable housing in San Francisco is 
much longer than many people are willing to wait for 
housing. Alameda County has a slightly higher va¬ 
cancy rate, and lower rent, which makes relocating 
across the Bay an attractive option. Persons living 
with HIV/AIDS may call the AIDS Housing Infor¬ 
mation Project (AHIP) for a customized search of our 
database of affordable housing. We can also provide 
referrals to service providers and support groups to 
help someone get established in their new home. 

The Community Health listings which you in¬ 
cluded did have a broader geographic scope than the 
articles in the Surviving HIV section. There are ex¬ 
cellent agencies providing services to PWAs in Alame¬ 
da County which were not included in your Com¬ 
munity Health listings. Our most frequent referrals: 
AIDS Alliance, (510) 655-3435; AIDS Housing Infor¬ 
mation Project, (510) 537-2600; AIDS Project of the 
East Bay, (510) 834-8181; AMASSI, (510) 433-9377; 
Catholic Charities of the East Bay, (510) 834-5656; 
New Directions, (510) 444-6797.

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Outcasts: for the record 

As is evident from Kelly Wilkinson’s letter ( B.A.R., 
April 3,1997), there are some misconceptions circu¬ 
lating about the recent demise of Outcasts, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s major organization for woman-to-woman SM 
from 1984 to 1997. 

There seems to be an impression that those of us 
who disbanded Outcasts were unconcerned with the 
institutional stability of the local women’s SM com¬ 
munity. This is erroneous. The letter to our member¬ 
ship stated clearly that we would support the forma¬ 
tion of a new women’s SM group under a different 
name. We have given the new group, the Exiles, Out¬ 
casts’ voicemail, PO Box, mailing list, newsletter 
name, and a substantial amount of money. The group 
that ended Outcasts did so in a thoughtful and re¬ 
sponsible manner. I wish more groups terminated by 
paying their debts and turning over functional struc¬ 
tural elements and money to successor organizations, 
rather than engaging in pointless blame-o-ramas. 

There is also an implication in Wilkinson’s letter 
that some kind of financial hanky-panky has taken 
place and that the membership was entitled to what¬ 
ever was in the bank account. This is also incorrect. 
The members were entitled to either a continuation 
of membership services through June or a pro-rated 
dues refund. Since the Exiles are prepared to provide 
services through June, and we have turned over suffi¬ 
cient funds for them to do so, our obligations to the 
membership are met. The remaining funds have been 
set aside to meet any other residual obligations. When 
these obligations have been satisfied, any money re¬ 
maining will be divided among several organizations 
doing the kind of work Outcasts has always support¬ 
ed: the preservation of leather history, the protection 
of SM legal rights, and services to people with AIDS 
and women with cancer. 

There have been attempts to portray the end of 
Outcasts as the action of a single individual or of a 
group that did not have the right to make this deci¬ 
sion. The letter sent to our membership was signed 
by fourteen long-time members and officers, includ¬ 
ing six former co-coordinators. Among those signing 
were persons who named the group, designed the 
logo, wrote the by-laws, obtained the PO Box, shoul¬ 
dered the legal responsibility of the DBA, maintained 
the mailing list, kept the books, answered mail, 
planned programs, and performed countless other 
services. Ms. Wilkinson is correct that she does owe us 
a large debt of gratitude. Had it not been for our 
many years of dedicated community service, there 
would have been no Outcasts to grieve. 

Finally, it is unrealistic to assume that women’s SM 
groups (or for that matter, most volunteer commu¬ 
nity organizations) will have guaranteed immortali¬ 
ty. Most are short-lived. At 13 years, Outcasts was one 
of the longest-lasting women’s SM organizations. 
Only New York’s LSM has been in operation longer. 
Samois, the first and most influential of all lesbian-SM 
organizations, lasted only five years. The demise of 
Samois led to the formation of Outcasts. The 
women’s SM community changes; new social forms 
and new groups will arise. I wish the Exiles well. By 
the time another decade passes, I hope this new or¬ 
ganization can boast a record of accomplishment as 
important and proud as the legacy that Outcasts 
leaves behind.

Ask 
Rainbow why it doesn’t carry Black Muslims bread. 

Naturally, I wonder if you agree with their anti¬ 
gay, anti-Semitic philosophy and their backward atti¬ 
tude about the role of women. Why would a store in 
Berkeley, perhaps the most politically correct city in 
the world, want to support such ideas in any way? If 
you didn’t know this about the Black Muslims, I hope 
this letter has enlightened you. It’s not too late to be 
socially responsible.

SFAF responds 

I am writing to correct a number of factual inac¬ 
curacies and misstatements regarding the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation in a Guest Opinion in the 
April 3 issue of the B.A.R. by Mr. Scott Furman, Pres¬ 
ident of the local gay Republican organization.

Board of Directors, a diverse group of highly skilled 
and committed individuals. The Board of Directors is 
an all-volunteer body, and no directors are financially 
compensated, as is indicated in our annual financial 
statements. 

As an AIDS Drug Assistance Program (ADAP) 
client, I know firsthand how important this program 
is. In the Fall of 1996, the Federal ADAP program re¬ 
ceived a badly-needed $115 million increase above 
expected funding levels. IN ADDITION, there was an 
equally critical increase of $50 million for direct-ser¬ 
vice programs funded by the Ryan White CARE Act, 
including AIDS housing programs, primary medical 
care and other supportive programs such as viral load 
testing that are critical to the successful use of the new 
treatment options. 

The AIDS Foundation has always and continues 
to push for increased ADAP funding. Just this month 
at the state level, the AIDS Foundation along with 
other groups (including Project Inform, AIDS Legal 
Referral Panel, Women’s AIDS Network, and the San 
Francisco Department of Public Health) successfully 
urged the California Assembly to increase State sup¬ 
port for ADAP without taking money away from ser¬ 
vices. I urge Mr. Furman to use his influence to lobby 
the Republican members of the Assembly who op¬ 
posed this important change that preserves ADAP as 
well as vital services. 

Perhaps most unfortunate of all are Mr. Furman’s 
misstatements on AIDS housing and HOPWA in San 
Francisco - statements that directly contradict a very 
well-written article by Cynthia Laird in the same issue 
of the B.A.R. Anyone with lingering questions about 
AIDS housing in San Francisco should refer to the 
third section of the April 3 edition of the B.A.R. In 
addition, individuals may call the SFAF Policy De¬ 
partment (415-487-3080) for a copy of Giving Life A 
Home: HOPWA at Work in San Francisco. It explains 
many of the complex realities of AIDS housing issues. 

Finally, Mr. Furman charges that the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation spends too much money on 
public policy, possibly because we take positions that 
he opposes. Over the fifteen years of the epidemic, 
people with AIDS, activists and advocates have had 
to fight long and hard against neglect, discrimination, 
and outright hostility in the public arena. It makes 
perfect sense why the Foundation took a position op¬ 
posing the anti-immigration and anti-affirmative ac¬ 
tion propositions. Nearly half of the SFAF care coor¬ 
dination and case management clients are people of 
color and many are immigrants - documented and 
undocumented. These are all communities familiar 
with hatred and discrimination. It is clear that dra¬ 
conian immigration reform and the dismantling of 
affirmative action would and are having an undue 
and very negative impact on people living with 
HIV/AIDS. The San Francisco AIDS Foundation is 
proud to continue advocacy efforts on behalf of a 
broad and diverse community of people living with 
or affected by HIV/AIDS. 

It is gratifying to know that Mr. Furman and the 
gay Republicans are dedicated to working on AIDS is¬ 
sues in the current Congress. AIDS activists and pub¬ 
lic policy advocates are looking for a variety of cre¬ 
ative ways to work with Speaker Gingrich and Senate 
Majority Leader Lott to avoid dramatic cutbacks in 
AIDS programs and to push back homophobic pro¬ 
posals that would disable many prevention efforts tar¬ 
geting gay men. We must maintain a bipartisan effort, 
and any advice Mr. Furman can offer that would fa¬ 
cilitate success in the current Congress would be 
greatly appreciated.

B ob Dole apparently still 
wants to live in the White 
House. Speaking to a group 
of Harvard professors and stu¬ 
dents last week, the 73-year-old 
“retiree” was busy promoting his 
ambitious wife, a three-time Cab¬ 
inet member and currently the 
$200,000 plus-a-year head of the 
American Red Cross, as a possible 
Republican nominee for president 
in 2000. 

Elizabeth “Liddy” Dole, 

clearly the woman behind the 
man, not only has her famous 
millionaire husband out beating 
the bushes for a “Liddy for Presi¬ 
dent” bid, but has also herself qui¬ 
etly hit the rubber-chicken circuit. 
She reportedly has made dozens 
of fundraising commitments for 
likely GOP congressional and sen¬ 
ate candidates across the country 
in next year’s congressional elec¬ 
tions - all the easier to pick up po¬ 
litical IOU chits in the next presi¬ 
dential election cycle. 

In Mr. Dole’s first major address 
since losing the election to Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton last November, 
he repeatedly trumpeted his wife as 
a “possible candidate” and listed 
her credentials as being “every bit 
as impressive” as any of the other 
possible GOP candidates. Ridicu¬ 
lous, you say? Not for a minute. 

Indeed, it was Mrs. Dole who 
often kept the Dole campaign 
afloat during the former senator’s 
pathetic run at Clinton. Time 
after time, as Elizabeth Dole 
would finish her remarks to 
crowds, reporters would hear 
people ask, “Why isn’t she run¬ 
ning?” Dole told his Harvard au¬ 
dience, straight-faced and all, that 
while “my days in politics are over, 
this is not necessarily the case for 
the other Dole - the one who 
might yet reside at 1600 Pennsyl¬ 
vania Avenue.” 

Though a recent New York 
Post !Zogby Poll of more than 
1,000 likely voters nationwide 
showed the clear Republican fa¬ 
vorite in 2000 to be retired Gen¬ 
eral Colin Powell (Al Gore car¬ 
ried the poll for the Democrats, 
incidentally), many feel that Pow¬ 
ell is really serious about not 
wanting to go into electoral poli¬ 
tics. While there will likely be a 
number of willing Republicans 
wanting to replace Clinton, Eliza¬ 
beth Dole, the top woman being 
mentioned at this early date, 
could very much be a player three 
years from now. 

Another clue to Mrs. Dole’s 
plans just might be Bob Dole’s 
highly publicized $300,000 loan 
(which Dole claims his wife was 
not consulted on) to House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich, which 
the Newtster will use to pay off 
the penalty assessed by his House 
colleagues for ethics violations. 
One of the worst-kept secrets in 
Washington for years has been the 
mutual dislike of Dole and Gin¬ 
grich. Gingrich constantly criti¬ 
cized the way Dole was running 
his presidential campaign, some¬ 
times quite publicly. Dole, in turn, 
broadcast that he found Gingrich 
to be something of a bomb- 
thrower who sometimes did the 
party more harm than good. 

So what happened last week to 
account for this burst of generos¬ 
ity? “Simply a loan between two 
very good friends,” explains Dole. 
Right. 

No one knows better than Bob 
“Where’s the outrage?” Dole that 
his influence has slipped dramat¬ 
ically among Republican leaders 
nationwide since his thrashing by 
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Jll nd Blue Is For ...Wishful 
ifll Thinkers Dept.: That cyni- 
mm cal laughter all around you 
was at the release, and bad reviews 
in response thereto, of the new 
Kevin “Mallrats” Smith film, 
Chasing Amy. A main character is 
a comic book artist who starts 
dating a man “as a friend” and 
eventually discovers she’s not a 
lesbian at all. But wait — the stu¬ 
pidity was compounded by press 
tour interviews with the lead ac¬ 
tress, Joey Lauren Adams, 
writer/director Smith’s girlfriend. 

I know what you’re thinking: 
this movie is the result of Smith’s 
having had the hots for a lesbian 
who declined to fall for him in re¬ 
turn. Boy meets girl, boy never 
has a chance with girl because she 
wants to meet girl, boy makes his 
fantasy into a movie in which, un¬ 
like real life, boy gets girl anyway. 
Well, shame on you for jumping 
to conclusions’. Adams assures us 
the story did not come from an 
ill-fated Kevin Smith infatuation. 
So there, oh ye laughing cynics! 

Actually, Adams explains this is 
“a legitimate story” because it’s 
“based on the fact that Kevin 
Smith’s producer was in love with 
a lesbian for a long time.” (Ooh, 
well, that certainly gives it the ring 
of truth!) 

Of course, this begs the ques¬ 
tion of whether one can call it love 
if it’s unrequited, no matter how 
intense one’s own feelings may be. 
Attraction, infatuation, and ob¬ 
session can exist in a vacuum; love 
cannot. You can’t call it love if 
you’ve never had the chance to get 
to know the object of your affec¬ 
tion better and discover whether 
there are deeper feelings that re¬ 
main after the initial flush of at¬ 
traction has run its course. I’ve 
held myself to this standard, 
which is why I refer to one 
episode of falling on my face as 
the great unrequited infatuation - 
not love - of my life, despite 
the prolonged intensity of my 
feelings. 

Love also means valuing 
the object of your affections 
for the person she indeed is, 
which, in the case of a 
straight man smitten 
with a lesbian, means 
giving up and mak¬ 
ing an honest at¬ 
tempt at 
friendship. 

And that 

means being 

happy for her, wistful though you 
might be, when her heart goes all 
aflutter for another woman. Love 
presumes respect.

“Experts” should 
debunk stereotypes and wishful 
thinking; all Joann Loulan has 
done is exploit us, as I’ve said all 
along. ▼

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GLAAD works with ad 
execs to rethink gay issues

T his week, GLAAD uncov¬ 
ered an unsettling internal 
report by Leo Burnett 
Media, the advertising agency for 
McDonald’s, about how to posi¬ 
tion the fast-food giant’s ads in 
regards to gay television content. 
The report stated, among other 
things, that McDonald’s “cannot 
completely avoid” gay program 
content, but “must set parame¬ 
ters to ensure McDonald’s con¬ 
tinues to appear in suitable envi¬ 
ronment.” In order to establish 
these “parameters,” Leo Burnett 
questioned whether to pull from 
“discussion of homosexuality,” 
“major gay story lines,” and/or 
“intimate contact between same- 
sex couples.” The report noted 
McDonald’s has “traditionally 


avoided homosexual content 
when possible,” but that it was 
“becoming more difficult to 
avoid as it becomes more com¬ 
monplace.” 

GLAAD communicated with 
Robert Brennan, executive vice 
president and U.S. media direc¬ 
tor for Leo Burnett, about the 
language used in the report and 
the potential divisiveness of the 
implications of the report. In an 
April 15 letter from Brennan to 
GLAAD, he stated that “it is in¬ 
cumbent upon me to continual¬ 
ly encourage our team to 
demonstrate at all times and in 
all communication the sensitivi¬ 
ty which we have for all individ¬ 
uals.” Further, he committed to 
“implementing measures to im¬ 
prove how we discuss gay and 
lesbian media, programming 
and marketing” through “diver¬ 
sity training with a specific gay 
and lesbian sensitivity module 


into our overall media training” 
and “when reporting on rele¬ 
vant, timely social issues,” to 
more closely review documents 
“to better ensure that any type of 
analysis is dealt with appropri¬ 
ately.” 

Please commend Leo Burnett 
Media for swiftly addressing 
GLAAD 's concerns and encour¬ 
age them to make good on their 
word. Also, ask McDonald's to 
articulate why they have "tradi¬ 
tionally avoided" lesbian and 
gay-inclusive content in select¬ 
ing where to advertise.

Not All My Children 
anymore 

In an expected but disap¬ 
pointing move, ABC Daytime is 
pushing the gay characters on All 
My Children - the only ones on 
daytime soaps - off to the side¬ 
lines. According to numerous 
sources, including the April 19 
TV Guide, Chris Bruno, who 
plays openly gay high school 
teacher Michael Delaney, is not 
renewing his contract. He will, 
however, remain a tangential 
character, returning at “Thanks¬ 
giving, Christmas, whatever,” ac¬ 


cording to Bruno. Meanwhile, 
Kevin (Ben Jorgensen), Pine Val¬ 
ley’s gay teenager, has had very 
little plot development, and 
Michael’s boyfriend Brad 
(Daniel McDonald) will have lit¬ 
tle or no place without his con¬ 
tract player boyfriend. 

Since Bruno is not complete¬ 
ly leaving the show, ABC Day¬ 
time does not have to replace the 
actor with someone else to play 
the character on a more regular 
basis. Both Michael and Brad are 
left in soap opera limbo, and gay 
representation on All My 
Children is basically on hold. 
Now, as Kevin remains 
essentially the only 
gay character left 
standing on daytime 
dramas, it is even 
more critical that he 
be given a significant, 
sensitive and well-de¬ 
veloped stor yline 
over the next few 
months. 

Encourage ABC Daytime to 
introduce new lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual and transgender charac¬ 
ters to Pine Valley and all their 
soap communities and to give 
AMC's Kevin a full life and an 
engaging story.

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How good is knowledge?

S hould scientists work in 
ivory towers? Should they 
search for the truth, regard¬ 
less of the effects, good or bad, 
that their discoveries may have on 
society? Or should they plan their 
research so that it will confer the 
greatest possible benefit and the 
least possible harm? How answer- 
able, in other words, should sci¬ 
entists be for the uses to which 
their research is put? 

These questions are particular¬ 
ly relevant to research into the 
basis of sexual orientation. That’s 
because people have such differing 
view as to whether homosexuality 
is desirable or undesirable. Quite 
a few people have told me that 
they wish this kind of research 
wasn’t being done, because they 
fear that it will be misused. This 
fear is at the center of Jonathan 
Tolins’s play The Twilight of the 
Golds, in which a woman aborts 
her fetus after finding out 
(through scanning of the fetus’s 
hypothalamus, and by genetic 
tests) that it will be gay. The mes¬ 
sage of the play, it seems, is that 
scientists who work in this area are 
either homophobic straight peo¬ 
ple or self-loathing homosexuals. 

I do not deny that this field of 
research has the potential for 
abuse. History is full of examples 
of attempts to “cure” gay people 
(mostly men) by means of trau¬ 
matic biological techniques such 
as hormone treatment. These 
techniques have not worked, but 
it is possible that eventually a 
technique will be developed that 
does work. In a creative endeavor 
of my own, the medical thriller 
Albrick’s Gold, I explore a scenario 
for how brain scientists might ac¬ 
tually develop a “successful” pro¬ 
cedure to alter people’s sexual ori¬ 
entation. It’s a grim prospect. 

So how can I justify doing re¬ 
search that might help make this 
fiction into fact? Firstly, I do so by 
appealing to the value of knowl¬ 
edge about ourselves, regardless of 
any practical consequences. If it’s 
worthwhile trying to understand 
what makes us human, then it’s 
worthwhile trying to understand 
what is most human about us: our 
diversity. And sexual orientation is 
a central aspect of human diversi¬ 
ty that deserves to be explored 
without thought for the conse¬ 
quences. In other words, I believe 
in the ivory tower. It’s where most 
our understanding of the world 
and ourselves has been won. 

But I also believe that knowl¬ 
edge about sexual orientation, like 
most knowledge, has the potential 
for practical benefit as well as for 
harm. And the most obvious ben¬ 
efit, as I see it, is in helping change 
homophobic attitudes. Many sur¬ 
veys, in the U.S. and elsewhere, 
have shown that people with anti¬ 
gay attitudes also tend to be skep¬ 
tical that homosexuality really ex¬ 
ists in any deep sense: they think 
that there’s nothing more to ho¬ 
mosexuality than straight people 
acting out of character. This atti¬ 
tude was first expressed by the 
Bible’s Paul (“changing the natur¬ 
al use into that which is against 
nature”), and it is now encapsu¬ 
lated in the central dogma of anti¬ 
gay thought: the idea that homo¬ 
sexuality is nothing more than a 
“chosen lifestyle.” 

Biology does not say whether 
homosexuality is good or bad, but 
it does reinforce what most gay 
people believe about themselves: 
that their sexual orientation is a 
central, defining aspect of their 
natures, not a mere set of behav¬ 


iors that anyone might or might 
not display, as whim or morality 
might dictate. This view has im¬ 
plications in the legal field: for ex¬ 
ample, as to whether gay people 
are entitled to protection from 
discrimination under equal-pro¬ 
tection doctrine. 

But more impor¬ 
tantly, it carries the 
potential to change homo- 
phobic attitudes at a grass¬ 
roots level. One 1992 study (by 
psychologists Julie Piskur and 
Douglas Degelman) 
actually documented 
this effect: a group of 
students who read re¬ 
search reports sup¬ 
porting a biological 
basis for sexual orientation devel¬ 
oped more gay-friendly attitudes 
than a comparison group who 
read reports arguing against such 
a basis. And in real life, I have met 
quite a number of people who 
seem to exemplify this effect: for 
example, the editor of the Arizona 
Republic, William Cheshire, who 
in 1991 retracted a series of anti¬ 
gay editorials after reading scien¬ 


tific papers on the subject of ho¬ 
mosexuality. 

Whether scientific knowledge 
about sexual orientation is mis¬ 
used will depend, in large mea¬ 
sure, on our own actions: whether 
we can persuade the world that 
gay people should 
be respected as 
individuals and 
valued for the unique con¬ 
tribution they bring to society. I 
think we can. This is where I dis¬ 
agree with Jonathan Tolins. He, 
it seems, cannot imag¬ 
ine a world in which a 
gay child would be 
welcomed. Yet only by 
imagining such a 
world can we help 
bring it into being. T

Endless 'Ellen' 

Parties abound, local 
TV will show gay ads

N ext Wednesday’s episode of 
the television sitcom Ellen, 
in which character Ellen 
Morgan steps out of the closet just 
weeks after star Ellen DeGeneres 
announced she’s gay, has set off a 
flood of parties in the queer com¬ 
munity to celebrate the historic 
event. 

In case you’ve haven’t been 
overexposed to the news, the 
show airs April 30 on ABC. It will 
mark the first time a lead televi¬ 
sion character on a network sit¬ 
com has acknowledged being gay. 

At least in the Bay Area, viewers 
will also see a commercial pro¬ 
duced by the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign (HRC) that will air during 
the “Coming Out” episode. Ellen 
Wagner with the HRC was in San 
Francisco Tuesday, April 22 to un¬ 
veil the ad, which raises awareness 
that job discrimination based on 
sexual orientation remains legal in 
41 states. The ABC network re¬ 
jected the commercial as being too 
controversial, but several affiliates, 
including KGO-TV, have agreed to 
run it during the hour-long Ellen 
episode. It is also expected to air in 
several other cities across the 
country. 

KGO will also air a commercial 
for lesbian-oriented Olivia Cruis¬ 


es that the ABC network also re¬ 
jected. Station employee Elisa 
Kessler told the B.A.R. that sever¬ 
al gay and lesbian employees are 
writing a letter to ABC protesting 
the network’s decision to nix the 
two ads. 

“We’re disappointed but want 
to let people know KGO is run¬ 
ning the HRC and Olivia ads,” 
Kessler said. 

Wagner pointed out that while 
most Americans oppose job dis¬ 
crimination against gay people, 
most are not aware that it is still 
legal in many states. Federal law 
also does not protect Americans 
from such discrimination. 

Party time 

As for the parties, there are 
sure to be many, so set your VCR 
and get out to join in the fun. The 
following lists several public ones 
taking place in San Francisco and 
Oakland: 

• Dubbed the “official” bash, the 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation (GLAAD) party in 
San Francisco is being sponsored 
in part by Club Skirts. It takes place 
from 7 to 10 p.m. at Club Touche, 
at 300 DeHaro Street in Potrero 
Hill. Donations are $10 ($5 after 10 
p.m.), and there will be $1 “Absolut 
Ellen” drinks available, as well as a 
drawing for autographed Ellen 
memorabilia. 


• If it’s bowling and TV you’re 
after, try the “Ultimate Ellen’s 
Coming Out Party and Cyber¬ 
bowl” event to benefit the San 
Francisco Bowlers Emergency Aid 
Relief (BEAR). Watch the show on 
20 monitors from 9 to 10 p.m. 
while you bowl in the “moon¬ 
light,” then continue until 11:30 
with Cyberbowl, Japantown’s ex¬ 
traordinary blacklight-laser light 
show. There will be a raffle, prizes 
for the best glow-in-the-dark cos¬ 
tume, and special cocktails at the 
bar. The cost is $10 per person, 
with 25 percent of the proceeds 
going to SF BEAR. 

Japantown Bowl is located at 
Post and Webster streets, and val¬ 
idated three-hour parking is avail¬ 
able at Japantown Garage across 
Post Street.

SF track team now 
forming for Gay Games

^§P he San Francisco Track 8c 
p Field Club will take its first 
1 competitive steps towards 
Gay Games V this Saturday, April 
26, as it competes in the Ken Car- 
nine meet at Cal State University, 
Sacramento. Only a trio of club 
members are slated to compete, 
but physically and mentally the 
entire club has begun preparing 
for the start of competition at Gay 
Games V next year. 

“Amsterdam is going to be full 
of surprises,” claimed SFT8cFC 
coach Frank Demby. “We’re going 
to be competing against a lot of 
athletes we’ve never seen before, 


primarily Europeans that have not 
competed in track and field in 
large numbers at the previous Gay 
Games.” 

San Francisco is the unofficial 
defending champion in Gay 
Games track and field, having 
taken New York by storm in 1994 
and collected over 100 medals, 
most of them gold. As the team to 
beat, some SFT&FC athletes never 
stopped training since the last Gay 
Games, but more and more team 
members are joining the weekly 
workouts as San Francisco begins 
to gear up, hoping to repeat their 
success at the Games in 1998. 

Training for Gay Games V un¬ 
officially started in March, and 
team members will be using the 


1997 track season as a warm-up 
for the Amsterdam Gay Games. 
“We’re not totally focused on Gay 
Games V yet,” maintained Demby, 
“but it’s in the back of our heads 
each time we step on the track. 
The confidence we gain from 
competing this season will help us 
sharpen our performances for 
’98.” 

In addition to being the first 
Gay Games held off the North 
American continent, there will be 
a myriad of other changes to con¬ 
tend with. The track and field 
competition in Amsterdam will 
be contested under European 
rules (IAAF), which does not rec¬ 
ognize the 30-39-year-old sub-

Susan Leal to run 
for SF treasurer post 



Susan Leal: "I believe I have the background to manage San Francisco's 
treasury wisely and efficiently."

S an Francisco Supervisor 
Susan Leal announced 
Thursday, April 17 that 
she’ll run for city treasurer this 
November. The seat is currently 
held by Mary Callanan, who will 
retire after serving as the city’s 
treasurer since 1980. 

Leal, the only openly Latina 
lesbian on the board, said she has 
a lot of background in finance, 
needed to manage the city’s $3 
billion portfolio. She said that the 
position matches many of her 
skills. 

The filing deadline is not until 
August; so far, no one else has 
taken out papers for the treasur¬ 
er’s seat. 

Leal was appointed to the 
board of supervisors in 1993 and 
elected in 1994 with more than 
100,000 votes. Her current term 
on the board runs through 1998. 
She is currently chair of the 
board’s finance committee. In that 
role, she recently negotiated key 
provisions to protect the public in 
the 49ers’ stadium proposal: the 
49ers organization will take the 
bulk of the financial risk, the team 
will remain in San Francisco for 
the next 30 years, and new jobs 
will be given to local residents. 

Leal told the B.A.R. that there 
are many changes that have taken 
place in the tax collector’s office, 
which reports to the treasurer, 
and that she envisions more posi¬ 
tive changes if elected. 

“The current treasurer has 
done a good job, and a lot of 
changes the tax collector is doing 
can improve the office,” Leal said. 
“I’ll continue to make it more ef¬ 
ficient and continue to make it 
more customer friendly.” 

Multibillion-dollar 

portfolio 

In addition to overseeing the 
tax collector, the city treasurer is 
responsible for managing San 
Francisco’s $3 billion investment 
portfolio. Leal said that if elected 
treasurer, she will look at where 
the city is currently investing its 
money. 

“Managing the public’s money 
well is an essential obligation of 
government,” said Leal. “With 
nearly 20 years of experience in fi¬ 


nance and budgeting in both pub¬ 
lic and private sectors, I believe I 
have the background to manage 
San Francisco’s treasury wisely 
and efficiently.” 

Last year, Leal was the only su¬ 
pervisor to vote against the costly 
City Charter proposal on the No¬ 
vember ballot, which was subse¬ 
quently also rejected by voters. 
She also pushed the mayor and 
board to renegotiate the Muni 
drivers’ contract, gaining cost-sav¬ 
ing concessions. 

So far, Leal has received the 
support of many of her fellow su¬ 
pervisors, including board presi¬ 
dent Barbara Kaufman, and 
members Tom Ammiano, Sue 
Bierman, Amos Brown, Leslie 
Katz, Mabel Teng, and Michael 
Yaki. She has also received the 
support of Mayor Willie Brown, 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden, 


Sheriff Mike Hennessey, public 
defender Jeff Brown, City Attor¬ 
ney Louise Renne, and former su¬ 
pervisor Tom Hsieh. 

Before her appointment to the 
Board of Supervisors four years 
ago. Leal had served for seven 
years as vice president of Health- 
Care COMPARE Corp., a nation¬ 
al health care cost management 
firm. 

Leal also served as counsel to a 
U.S. House of Representatives 
subcommittee investigating 
health care issues; and as senior 
consultant to the California As¬ 
sembly Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee, where she drafted the 
state’s health budget. 

Leal earned her J.D. degree 
from the University of California, 
Berkeley in 1975, and her under¬ 
graduate degree in economics 
from the university in 1971. T

‘Honest Elections’ laws: vetoed 
in SF, but adopted statewide

ayor Willie Brown may 
have vetoed his “Honest 
Elections” ordinance last 
year, but Supervisor Tom Ammi¬ 
ano triumphantly announced Fri¬ 
day, April 18 that most of its pro¬ 
posed provisions have now be¬ 
come state law. At a Monday press 
conference, Ammiano reviewed 
that announcement, based upon a 
new advice letter he received from 
the California Fair Political Prac¬ 
tices Commission (FPPC). 

“Politics as usual in San Fran¬ 


cisco just became a crime,” Am¬ 
miano said. 

“The FPPC advises, based on 
the voter-approved Proposition 
208, that lobbyists cannot be hired 
by candidates or officeholders to 
do fundraising; to serve as cam¬ 
paign managers who arrange for 
credit for such vendor services as 
printing, office rent, slate mailers, 
advertisements, or any other ser¬ 
vice; nor can these consultant- 
lobbyists provide a financial gift 
to officeholders by canceling un¬ 
paid fees after the election,” said 
Ammiano. 

Ammiano said that in many 


respects, state law is now stronger 
than his original proposal, and 
that the practical effect of the 
FPPC’s advice letter is to enact 
“even tougher strictures on lobby- 
ists-consultants” than he sought 
in last year’s “Honest Elections” 
ordinance. 

Under Ammiano’s proposal, 
lobbyist-consultants were forbid¬ 
den from lobbying for pay office¬ 
holders who owed them money 
for one year or until the debt was 
paid, whichever was less. Under 
the FPPC’s advice letter, there is 
an absolute and permanent ban

Gay Assistant DA goes for the bench 

Chuck Haines to run for judge 


by Dennis Conkin 


A gay former hate crimes 
prosecutor who has spent 
most of his legal career as 
an Assistant District Attorney in 
the San Francisco District Attor¬ 
ney’s office will run for election in 
1998 as a Superior Court judge. 

Charles (Chuck) F. Haines is 
currently managing attorney for 
felony cases at the District Attor¬ 
ney’s office, a post he has held 
since 1996. A 16-year veteran of 
the DA’s office, Haines graduated 
in 1977 from Tulane University 
School of Law in New Orleans, 
Louisiana. 

In 1995, Haines was the first 
openly gay person to be appoint¬ 
ed to the State Bar’s Minimum 
Continuing Legal Education 
Committee, which oversees edu¬ 
cation requirements for Califor¬ 
nia’s 120,000 lawyers. 

“There are many reasons why 
I am running for the Superior 
Court,” Haines, 47, said in a state¬ 
ment. 

“The present governor and his 
predecessor have refused to ap¬ 
point even one member of the 
gay/lesbian community to the 
bench anywhere in California.” 

A harmful effect of such “a 
quota system” in the judicial ap¬ 
pointments of Gov. Pete Wilson 
and former Gov. George Deuk- 
mejian is the absence of a gay and 
lesbian perspective on criminal 
justice and constitutional matters 
including hate crimes, domestic

on officeholders or candidates 
hiring lobbyists to perform the 
bulk of duties normally per¬ 
formed by campaign managers. 

“You can’t fool the voters when 
it comes to recognizing influence 
peddling, and that any pay-off for 
the insider politics between office¬ 
holders and lobbyists comes right 
out of the taxpayers’ pockets.” 

‘Close the last gap’ 

Ammiano said he plans to 
move forward with an amended 
version of his “Honest Elections” 
ordinance that is now pending be¬ 
fore the Board of Supervisors’ 
Rules Committee. 

“This will close the last gap re¬ 
maining and bring into even 


violence, and civil rights issues, 
according to Haines. 

“Nothing could be more in¬ 
consistent with our ideals of 
democracy,” he said. 

In practice and theory 

“I have had 16 years’ experi¬ 
ence working daily in the courts 
of this city,” Haines said. “I’ve seen 
the administration of justice in 
practice, not just in theory. I know 
how the system works. I know its 
weaknesses, and I think I have 
ideas for improvement.” 

Prior to his current post, 
Haines served four years as head 
of the DA’s hate crimes unit and 
member of the sexual assault unit, 
which prosecuted adult and child 
sexual assault cases. 

In a celebrated 1995 case, he 
secured the conviction of Gregory 
Grotemeyer, a defendant under 
California’s one-strike sexual as¬ 
sault laws, who burglarized a 
woman’s apartment at night and 
raped her. Conviction under the 
criminal sex assault statute re¬ 
quires a mandatory 25-year sen¬ 
tence in state prison. It was the 
first San Francisco prosecution 
under the law enacted in 1995. 

Also in 1995, Haines argued 
successfully in a friend of the 
court argument before the Cali¬ 
fornia State Supreme Court 
against a juvenile female’s bid to 
have her gay-bashing conviction 
overturned on the grounds that 
hate crimes laws were unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

The case concerned the girl’s 


stronger effect all of the ‘clean 
government’ reforms included in 
the ‘Honest Elections’ ordinance,” 
Ammiano said. 

He said the FPPC’s letter now 
clears the way for passage of the 
amended ordinance by the board 
of supervisors and the mayor. 

“This also addresses the 
mayor’s objection. When he ve¬ 
toed my legislation last year, 
Mayor Brown said that he be¬ 
lieved that the responsibility for 
resolving such conflicts belonged 
with the officeholder or candi¬ 
date, and under this state law, it is 
the officeholder or candidate - 
not the lobbyist - who faces [a] 
possible prison term or fine.” 

Specific points covered in the 
FPPC’s advice letter include: 

• Officeholders or candidates 
may not contract with San Fran¬ 
cisco lobbyists to raise funds for

participation in a vicious beating 
of two gay men by a trio of anti¬ 
gay skinheads in front of Orphan 
Andy’s, a popular Castro area 
diner. Both victims later died of 
AIDS. 

Inspired by Milk 

Haines said that while he 
“never thought of himself as a 
lawman,” a key factor in his deci¬ 
sion to become a public prosecu¬ 
tor, rather than remain in private 
practice, was the 1979 assassina¬ 
tion of San Francisco gay leader 
Harvey Milk. 

Milk’s killer Dan White was 
convicted of manslaughter rather 
than first-degree murder by a San 
Francisco jury. 


their campaign committees. 

• Officeholders or candidates 
may not accept any contributions 
arranged by a lobbyist. 

• Officeholders or candidates 
may not contract with a lobbyist 
to arrange extensions of credit for 
any period more than 30 days, for 
campaign activities including 
printing, rent, and professional 
services. 

• Officeholders or candidates 
may not accept a debt reduction 
for professional services during a 
campaign from a lobbyist. 

• Officeholders or candidates 
may not accept a reduction in 
price from a lobbyist who also 
provides goods or services for 
non-lobbying purposes. An ex¬ 
ample might be a lobbyist who 
provides a below market loan or 
discount on printing or use of of¬ 
fice space. ▼ 


Then-District Attorney Joe 
Freitas was booted out of office 
after what Haines circumspectly 
called “unfortunate trial results,” 
and his successor Arlo Smith 
“promptly opened up the District 
Attorney’s office to openly gay 
and lesbian staffers,” including 
prosecutors and investigators. 

Although perhaps best known 
as a criminal prosecutor, Haines is 
also active in lesbian and gay 
community endeavors and has 
served as president of the board of 
directors of the organization 
which manages the Coming 
Home Hospice and Endowment 
Fund. 

The fund was set up to help 
Coming Home Hospice, a Dia¬ 
mond Street facility that provides 
care to terminally ill lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender com¬ 
munity members. 

The organization also oversees 
Coming Home Support Services, 
which provides financial assis¬ 
tance and case management to the 
elderly and people with AIDS. 

Haines has not yet decided 
which Superior Court seat he will 
seek. ▼

Leslie bathhouse bill 
killed in committee

A fter undergoing a series of 
amendments, a weakened 
Senate Bill 1301 - better 
known as the “Nuisance Bill” - 
was defeated in the Senate Judi¬ 
ciary Committee Tuesday, April 
22 by a close 3-4 vote. 

The committee, chaired by 
John Burton (D-San Francisco), 
discussed the bill late into the 
evening Tuesday. Voting in favor 
of the bill were the measure’s 
sponsor, Judicial Committee chair 
Tim Leslie (R-Tahoe City), Ray¬ 
mond Haynes (R-Riverside), Jack 
O’Connell (D-Santa Barbara), 
and Cathie Wright (R-Simi Val¬ 
ley). Voting against the bill were 
Burton, Barbara Lee (D-Oak- 
land), and Byron Sher (D-Stan- 
ford). All opposing votes came 
from Bay Area representatives. 
The remaining Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee members, Bill Lockyer (D- 
Hayward) and Charles Calderon 
(D-Whittier), did not cast votes. 

Although the majority favored 
the measure, five votes are re¬ 
quired to move a bill out of the 
committee. Unless Leslie decides 
to reintroduce it, S-B 1301 is now 
effectively dead. 


The proposed legislation 
would regulate all sex clubs and 
bathhouses in the state. The orig¬ 
inal bill stated that any building or 
place which “as a primary activi¬ 
ty” permits, accommodates, or 
encourages patrons to engage in 
sexual activity - including, but 
not limited to anal, oral, or vagi¬ 
nal intercourse - or to observe 
other persons engaging in sexual 


activity, shall be “enjoined, abat¬ 
ed, and prevented.” 

On April 16 the bill was given a 
second reading, amended by 
Leslie, and referred back to the Ju¬ 
diciary Committee. One amend¬ 
ment to the bill stipulates that the 
legislation will apply to establish¬ 
ments that “for monetary consid¬ 
eration” are used to accommodate 
or encourage patrons to engage in 


sexual activity; that amendment 
would apparently exempt private 
parties that are not operated on a 
commercial basis. Another 
amendment removed the clause 
relating to “observing other per¬ 
sons” engaging in sexual conduct. 

Also removed was the section 
of the original bill that prohibited 
cities and counties from licensing 
or regulating such establishments. 


Finally, a new section was 
added specifying that the legisla¬ 
tion does not apply to “persons 
who are licensed to perform, or 
hold a degree in, counseling or 
therapy to treat sexual dysfunc¬ 
tions who, as part of that coun¬ 
seling or therapy, engage in con¬ 
duct described,” an apparent ex¬ 
emption of professional sex sur¬ 
rogates. ▼ 


Since five votes are required to 
move a bill out of the committee, 
S-B 1301 is now effectively dead, 
unless Chair Tim Leslie decides to 
reintroduce it. 


Inspections are underway 

Straight sex clubs 
are being checked, too

A s teams from the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health 
(DPH) and Fire Depart¬ 
ment inspect the city’s sex clubs, 
an AIDS Office staff member has 
told the Bay Area Reporter this 
week that the clubs facing inspec¬ 
tion include places where hetero¬ 
sexual people engage in sex. 

Tracy Packer of the AIDS Of¬ 
fice was responding to a letter 
from community activist Michael 
Petrelis, who asked whether the 
regulations would include clubs 
where heterosexual sex takes 
place. Packer emphasized that the 
defining criterion is “congregate 
public sex,” and that gay clubs that 
fit that category are not the only 
ones being inspected. 

“There are clubs and parties 
on our list where heterosexual 
people have sex,” Packer told the 
B.A.R. 

Sex clubs are defined as an es¬ 
tablished venue, and parties are 
defined as events that roam 
around and are held at different 
venues. 

‘Fair game’ 

Recently the AIDS Office an¬ 
nounced it would be conducting 
formal inspections to ensure that 
the “minimum standards for the 
operation of sex clubs and par¬ 
ties” are being enforced. That an¬ 
nouncement has been controver¬ 
sial in the gay community, and 
many activists have complained 
about the lack of public input re¬ 
garding the regulations. 

The standards include sex club 


operators having staff on site who 
will monitor patrons to ensure 
safe sex practices are being fol¬ 
lowed. 

Petrelis specifically asked when 
inspection teams last checked on 
heterosexual sex establishments. 

Packer said that would have 
been June or July of last year, be¬ 
fore the formal inspections start¬ 
ed. However, she said the health 
and fire department teams have 
only been to five sex clubs so far, 
and more visits are expected soon. 

“We will be going soon, next 
week,” she said, adding that a het¬ 
erosexual sex club is on the list of 
stops. 

She also said that these regula¬ 
tions have always been on the 
books, it’s just that prior to the 
formal inspections, staff were only 
able to respond to complaints. 

In his April 21 letter, Petrelis 
specifically mentioned several 
heterosexual sex venues that ad¬ 
vertise in a daily newspaper. It is 
not known whether “congregate 
public sex” takes place at those 
particular businesses. Some or all 
of them could merely have so- 
called “peep” shows and nude 
women dancers who may engage 
in some type of erotic act onstage. 
However, that is different from 
“congregate public sex.” 

Packer did explain that such 
establishments must have busi¬ 
ness licenses and fall under the ju¬ 
risdiction of the San Francisco 
Police Department; sex clubs and 
parties do not. Police regulations 
do not allow entertainment and 
sex at the same place, nor do they 
allow alcohol and sex at the same 
place, Packer explained. 


Staff from the mayor’s office 
have been going on the daytime 
inspections with health and fire 
department personnel. Bevin 
Duffy, with the mayor’s office, 
said he thinks all sex clubs are 
“fair game” for the DPH regula¬ 
tions. 

Packer also said it is not the re¬ 
sponsibility of the inspection 
teams to actually monitor pa¬ 
trons, which is why the visits are 
being made during daytime hours 
right now. Fire safety is being 
checked, such as exits being free 
and clear, adequate fire extin¬ 
guishers being on site, and exits 
being clearly marked. The teams 
are also checking with sex club 
operators to make sure they have 
plans for monitoring patrons. 

No stings planned 

Eventually, Packer said, the 
health department will have 
trained personnel who will make 
unannounced visits to the sex 
clubs when they are open. 

Once the unannounced visits 
start, Packer was asked whether 
the undercover staff would at¬ 
tempt to engage in any “sting” op¬ 
erations or attempt to have unsafe 
sex at the clubs. 

“Absolutely not,” Packer 
replied. “They will look to see if 
[sex club] staff are monitoring pa¬ 
trons.” 

She acknowledged that it will 
be “almost impossible” to check 
out everything that goes on in the 
sex clubs. And it will be some time 
before they begin the unan¬ 
nounced visits. 

“That’s way down the line,” she 
said. T 
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What happens if I take less than the

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AIDS Office study to target transgenders 


Landmark effort to gather variety of data

T he Department of Public 
Health’s (DPH) AIDS Office 
will be undertaking a land¬ 
mark study to gather information 
on the prevalence and risk behav¬ 
ior of the city’s transgender com¬ 
munity, it was announced at the 
Thursday, April 10 meeting of the 
HIV Prevention Planning Coun¬ 
cil (HPPC). 

Kristen Clements of the AIDS 
Office and transgender activist 
Kiki Whitlock presented an 
overview of the study to the coun¬ 
cil. The Transgender Community 
Health Project (TCHP), as it is 
called, will collect data on as many 
as 400 self-identifying transgen¬ 
der people: 200 female-to-male 
and 200 male-to female individu¬ 
als. 

Recruitment and interviewing 
for the study is expected to start 
in June and continue through No¬ 
vember. A final report is expected 
next spring. 

The TCHP is the culmination 
of work between the transgender 
community and AIDS Office staff 
that goes back several years. 

Whitlock, a former HPPC 
member and the first openly 
transgendered person on the 
council, recounted that in August 
1994, the HPPC directed that a 
preliminary transgender focus 
group be conducted because there 
was so little information about 
the population. 


“This focus group was the very 
first step towards gathering data 
for the transgender community,” 
Whitlock said. 

Later efforts by a HPPC sub¬ 
committee that included female- 
to-male transgender member 
Patrick Forte resulted in top pri¬ 
ority given to a risk behavior and 
seroprevalence study of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s transgender community, 
she added. 

Last year, the AIDS Office con¬ 
ducted 11 focus groups that were 
convened at sites where many

transgender persons go for ser¬ 
vices. Clements then analyzed the 
data and identified unmet needs 
in the transgender community, 
Whitlock said. Earlier this year, 
Clements began developing the 
interview survey and other as¬ 
pects of the study. 

“In February 1997, a commu¬ 
nity advisory board of transgen¬ 
der community members con¬ 
vened for the first time with AIDS 
Office TCHP staff to gather input 
and support from the transgender 
community,” Whitlock said. 

That community advisory 
board has worked closely with the 
AIDS Office in development of 
the study. 

“The main purpose is to gath¬ 
er quantitative information,” 
Clements told the council. “To 
date, there has been very little data 
on this population, and there’s 
never been a study including fe- 
male-to male people.” 

Data would include estimating 
the prevalence of HIV and He¬ 
patitis B, as well as estimating the 
prevalence of HIV risk behaviors 
and assessing whether HIV sero¬ 
prevalence rates and HIV risk fac¬ 
tors differ among sub-popula¬ 
tions within the transgender com¬ 
munity. The study also hopes to 
determine the association of spe¬ 
cific HIV risk behaviors with the 
prevalence of HIV. 

Clements pointed to prelimi¬ 
nary information from the focus 
groups that indicates many in the 
transgender community have had 
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negative experiences when access¬ 
ing HIV prevention services, and 
this is also something the study 
will focus on. More sensitivity 
training might need to be done at 
various agencies, she suggested. 

Whitlock said some people in 
the transgender community have 
already heard of the upcoming 
study through word of mouth. 
People for the study will be re¬ 
cruited from several agencies that 
have services for transgender in¬ 
dividuals. Additionally, some bars 
are also recruitment sites. 

The study will consist of a 
face-to-face interview followed by 
HIV and Hepatitis B counseling 
and testing sessions. The informa¬ 
tion will be used to measure sev¬ 
eral things, including: 

• Sociodemographics; 

• Medical history and health sta¬ 
tus; 

• HIV prevention service access; 

• Sexual behaviors; 

• Drug use behaviors; 

• Psychosocial factors that may be 
associated with HIV risk, such as 
self-esteem, depression, and so¬ 
cial support; 


• HIV prevalence; and 

• Hepatitis B prevalence 

Clements said that five people 
from the transgender community 
will be hired by the AIDS Office to 
conduct the recruitment, inter¬ 
views, testing, counseling, and re¬ 
ferrals. These individuals are ex¬ 
pected to represent different races 
and genders and have experience 
in transgender community out¬ 
reach, HIV counseling, and com¬ 
munity organizing, Whitlock 
added. 

The sites for the interviews will 
also be rotated among several 
agencies in the city. By having the 
interviews at these agencies, 
Clements said it will help link 
people to the various services, 
which is also one of the study’s 
goals. 

Each person participating in 
the study will receive a $40 incen¬ 
tive for completing the interview 
and a testing, counseling, and re¬ 
ferral session.

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New structure for Mayor’s HIV 
planning council announced 


Committees will allow greater public input

T he Mayor’s HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council has a 
new structure and several 
new committees as a result of a 
14-1 vote at the Monday, April 14 
meeting. 

The council prioritizes the 
city’s share of federal Ryan White 
CARE funds that help provide 
HIV/AIDS services to city resi¬ 
dents who are uninsured or do not 
have adequate medical coverage. A 
variety of agencies that provide 
such services as medical, housing, 
dental, food, and others are fund¬ 
ed in part with CARE dollars. 

The city received $37.3 million 
in CARE funds for the 1997-98 
cycle, it was announced last 
month. That figure was about $2 
million more than Department of 
Public Health AIDS Office offi¬ 
cials expected, so there are no ser¬ 
vice cuts planned. 

The council must begin its pri¬ 
oritization process earlier this 
year, as the deadline for CARE ap¬ 
plications has moved up to Octo¬ 
ber. Much of the work is expected 
to take place this summer. 

This latest restructuring of the 
council is the result of several 
months of discussion about how 
the council can operate more effi¬ 
ciently, as well as receive more 
public input. A council retreat in 


February served as the catalyst for 
the just-approved changes. 

The council will still have full 
meetings, but they will be held 
monthly, instead of twice a 
month. The other meeting will be 
a “hybrid” meeting; part of it will 
be the full council, which will then 
break into small groups for the 
second portion of the meeting. 

The idea of small groups grew 
out of last year’s prioritization 
process, and was also discussed at 
the February 22 retreat. Several 
council members expressed frus¬ 
tration at not having time to talk 
about various issues thoroughly; 
the small groups should provide a 
forum for those discussions. 

Public input wanted 

All gatherings, whether small 
groups, committees, or the full 
council, are open to the public. At 
the committee meetings, the 
council will be allowing members 
of the public to interact during 
the entire meeting. Currently, 
public comment is only accepted 
at the beginning of the council 
meeting, and people cannot ad¬ 
dress the council at other points 
on the agenda. 

“The idea behind this is that 
committee meetings are open to 
the public, and any member of 
the public can fully participate in 
committee meetings,” said coun¬ 
cil co-chair Norm Nickens. 


In fact, one of the new groups 
is the Community Input Com¬ 
mittee. The group’s goal is to 
reach out to a larger community 
than is usually present at council 
meetings. 

“The key point to me is that 
the work is going to be done at the 
committee level,” said council 
member Will Carter. “If these 
committees work right, we should 
get more work done.” 

Another new group is the Pri¬ 
oritization Committee. This body 
will guide and coordinate the pri¬ 
oritization process. This year’s ef¬ 
fort will be the first time a specific 
committee will work to ensure that 
adequate information is provided 
to the council by AIDS Office staff, 
and in a timely manner so the 
council can analyze the informa¬ 
tion before reaching decisions. 

The other committees are: 

• Planning - to address 
longterm issues facing the council, 
and revision of the five-year plan; 

• Evaluation and Assessment - 
to assess efficiency of grantees, ex¬ 
amine the effect of services on the 
community, and investigate the 
effect of council decisions on the 
community; 

• Membership - to recruit new 
members, address membership is¬ 
sues such as attendance regula¬ 
tions; and 

• Steering - to ensure the coor¬ 
dination of other committees, and 


oversee the agenda. (This commit¬ 
tee includes chairs from all other 
committees, the council co-chairs, 
and AIDS Office representatives.) 

In addition to the standing 
committees, the council still has 
the housing task force (formerly 
the ad hoc housing committee). 
That group will also continue to 
hold regular public meetings. And 
the people with AIDS (PWA) cau¬ 
cus is now a subcommittee of the 
council.

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Poll: Americans 
less worried 
about AIDS 

Many scientists worry 
about implications

A ccording to a new poll released Sunday, April 20, Americans 
are less worried about AIDS and are more confident a vac¬ 
cine for the disease will be found in the next five years. 

The Harris poll says only slightly more than one in ten Ameri¬ 
cans are “very concerned” they will get AIDS, and nearly two-thirds 
believe “in five years we will be well on the way to defeating the 
AIDS epidemic.” 

When the poll was last conducted in 1991, nearly two in ten peo¬ 
ple were very concerned about catching the virus. Two-thirds of 
the nation also thought AIDS was or would become an epidemic. 
Just half the country feels that way now. 

The survey of more than 1,000 people interviewed in late Feb¬ 
ruary also finds Americans hopeful of finding a vaccine to prevent 
HIV infection. Slightly more than half say that discovery will come 
within five years. The country is less optimistic about people who 
already have the disease. Nearly six in ten say there will not be a 
cure in the next five years. 

Experts worry the findings mean people are letting up in the 
quest to stop the virus. 

Dr. Jonathan Mann, of the Harvard School of Public Health, 
says “we must resist the temptation to forget or deny the terrible 
realities of a global epidemic.” 

He says, “Wonderful scientific progress may be giving the illu¬ 
sion of victory against the AIDS pandemic, yet this is only a step to¬ 
wards control of AIDS.” ▼ 


SF has fourth highest 
AIDS rate in U.S.

R esearchers say that New 
York City tops a new list of 
50 U.S. metropolitan areas 
with the highest AIDS rates. 

The New York City rate in 
1996, of 120.1 AIDS cases per 
100,000 population, is far ahead 
of number two Miami, with a 
rate of 99.4 per 100,000. The 
rankings were published in the 
Morbidity and Mortality Weekly 
Report issued by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, 
in Atlanta Thursday, April 17. 

Jersey City, New Jersey (with 
97.7 per 100,000) and San Fran¬ 
cisco (with 95.0) placed third 
and fourth. Providence, R.I. and 
Portland, Ore. tied for last with a 
rate of 18.5 AIDS cases per 
100,000. 

Oakland, with 28.5 cases per 
100,000, was the only other Bay 
Area community to make the list. 
It came in at number 27. 

In February, the CDC report¬ 
ed that the number of deaths 
from AIDS declined 12 percent 
during the first half of 1996 when 
compared to the same period in 
1995. That represented the first 
decline in the history of the epi¬ 
demic, which began in 1980. The 
CDC listed 50,000 AIDS deaths 
in 1995 and 22,000 deaths during 
the first six months of 1996. ▼

N early a dozen animal ac¬ 
tivists handcuffed them¬ 
selves to a building on New 
York University’s Manhattan cam¬ 
pus Monday, April 21 to protest 
the construction of a new animal 
research laboratory. Protesters de¬ 
manded a U.S.D.A. investigation 
into the experiments allegedly 
scheduled to be conducted on an¬ 
imals in the new lab on top of the 
Main Building in Washington 
Square. 

A spokesman for the universi¬ 
ty calls the protesters anti-science 
and says they are trying to stand 
in the way of research that might 
help find a cure to cancer or 
AIDS. He says that after the lab is 
done with an animal, NYU does 
everything it can to place it in a 
sanctuary, but adds it is impossi¬ 
ble to just turn them loose. He 
says protesters would like to see 
chimpanzees sitting on street cor¬ 
ners in front of drugstores. 

The action at NYU culminat¬ 
ed a week of events sponsored by 
animal rights activists, including 
a drag appearance by Mistress 
Formika as a faux fashion mag¬ 
nate Anna Wintour at a New York 
City dance club. 

Speaking of animal 
abuse... 

Jury selection is scheduled to 
begin this week for a rural 
Weyauwega, Wisconsin man ac¬ 
cused of sexually assaulting a horse. 
Sterling Rachwal, 33, is charged 
with burglary, mistreatment of an 
animal, criminal damage to prop¬ 
erty, and bail jumping. Authorities 
say the man has a history of crimi¬ 


nal convictions for mistreating 
horses dating back 15 years. 

The trial for Rachwal has been 
moved to Oconto County because 
of pre-trial publicity and safety 
concerns. 

Who says there’s 
nothing on? 

An equipment failure at T-C-I 
cable television’s Broward Coun¬ 
ty (Florida) headquarters last Fri¬ 
day, April 18 sent random pro¬ 
gramming galloping through the 
channels. The result was pornog¬ 
raphy - soft and hard - turning 
up in the most unlikely places like 
home shopping channels and car¬ 
toon shows. 

It caught viewers by surprise 
and upset many of them. Many 
callers were concerned that chil¬ 
dren would be exposed to sex.

Gay man’s ashes 
go into orbit

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An insider’s view of gene therapy

i ene Therapy” is a term used 
! far more often than it is un- 
I derstood - especially in the 
context of treating HIV. Many 
people with HIV are particularly 
excited about using gene therapy 
in hopes of either “kick-starting” 
the immune system, or interrupt¬ 
ing the life cycle of the virus. Be¬ 
cause I shared this excitement, I 
entered a gene-therapy trial in 
1994, and though I’m not sure it 
did much to help me fight HIV, in 
the process I learned a lot about 
gene therapy strategies for fight¬ 
ing HIV - and also about the pit- 
falls of enrolling in clinical trials 
promoted by for-profit medical 
practices. 

In March of 1994, my T-cell 
count, with a previous low of 274 
in 1991 and high of 672 in De¬ 
cember of 1993, had again begun 
to fall. When I next visited my 
physician’s assistant, there was a 
note from the research depart¬ 
ment associated with my private, 
for-profit, medical group, saying I 
had been identified as a possible 
subject in the first gene therapy 
trial for HIV. This came at the 
right time for me psychologically, 
as I feared I was beginning a 
downward spiral from ARC, to 
AIDS, to death. So, after dis¬ 
cussing the idea with everyone 
from my doctor to my immunol¬ 
ogy professor, I jumped at the 
chance to participate in this new 
research. 

What is gene therapy? 

In general, gene therapy aims 
to either replace a defective or 
missing gene, or to generate some 
kind of therapeutic effect by alter¬ 
ing a particular group of cells’ 
DNA - the genetic sequences 
which code for proteins. Success¬ 
ful gene therapy has been done on 
people with Cystic Fibrosis (a 
lung disease), to replace the defec¬ 
tive gene that causes the disease. 
Analogous to the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA), the 
U.S. Recombinant DNA Advisory 
Committee to the NIH (RAC) has 
ultimate authority in the U.S. over 
trials involving genetic manipula¬ 
tion and human subjects. There 
have now been over 150 different 
gene-therapy protocols approved 
by the RAC. 

There are several different 
mechanisms proposed to fight 
HIV with gene therapy: Gem-91, 
antisense, Rev-MlO, etc. In some 
of these trials, researchers attempt 
to introduce an artificial gene into 
human cells that will cause the 
cells to make a chemical that will 
then block HIV replication. The 
trial in which I participated was a 
bit different and was an attempt 
to prime my own immune sys¬ 
tem’s cells to attack HIV-infected 
cells by getting some of my cells to 
present HIV surface proteins. 

How does gene 
therapy work? 

Gene therapy generally in¬ 
volves inserting a new gene into a 
human cell along with “promot¬ 
er” regions of DNA that turn the 
gene on. Often, that gene is in¬ 
serted using an artificially created 
or altered virus, which is con¬ 
structed by genetic engineers to 
carry with it the desired gene. All 
viruses, when they infect cells, in¬ 
tegrate their genome (either their 
DNA, or, in the case of retrovirus¬ 
es, a DNA copy of their RNA) into 
the host cell’s genome. A virus is 
picked that will infect the desired 
cells but will not cause disease. 


In the trial I was in, Viagene’s 
HIV Immunotherapeutic vaccine 
(HIV-ITV), two of the nine HIV 
genes (env and rev) were put into 
a mouse virus which was then in¬ 
jected into study subjects (like 
me) once a month for three 
months. Because only two HIV 
genes were used, researchers and 
the RAC believed that the therapy 
would not infect new cells with 
HIV. The hope of this particular 
therapy was to elicit a specific cy¬ 
totoxic T lymphocyte (CTL) re¬ 
sponse against HIV from my CD8 
cells, and these same primed cells 
or their descendants would go on 
and kill other cells infected with 
HIV. 

What is the CTL response? 

CD8+ T cells, when they re¬ 
ceive the proper signals, turn into 
killers of virally infected or can¬ 
cer cells. The first of these signals, 
often called signal 1, happens 
when a CD8 cell “sees” a protein 
fragment (called a peptide) on 
the surface of the target cell pre¬ 
sented by the target cell in associ¬ 
ation with Major Histocompati¬ 
bility Complex (MHC) Class I. 
This MHC molecule is found on 
virtually all cells (the notable ex¬ 
ceptions are red blood cells and 
brain cells), and is used by all 
healthy cells to present interior 
proteins on their surface so that 
the immune system can recognize 
and destroy virally infected or 
cancerous cells. Signal 2 for the 
CD8 cell is the cytokine IL-2 and 
other signals, which are received 
from a nearby helper (CD4+) T 
cell. When CD8 cells are first cre¬ 
ated, they are programmed to 
recognized just one particular 
peptide. 

How does MHC I 
presentation work? 

MHC-I’s job is to be an exhi¬ 
bitionist: it says to all the CD8+ T 
cells passing by, “Look what I’ve 
got hangin’ here.” The CD8 cells 
all come by for a feel, and see if 
what MHC-I has fits their recep¬ 
tor. If it does, the CD8 molecule 
binds tightly to MHC-I, and this 
completes signal 1 for the CD8 to 
kill this cell. Before killing the cell, 
however, the CD8+ cells seek ap¬ 
proval from their cousins, the 
CD4+ helper-T cells, in the form 
of the cytokine IL-2. This and a 
co-stimulatory signal facilitated 
by another cluster of differentia¬ 
tion (CD) molecule, CD28, which 
presses against B7 on the target 
cell, make up signal 2. When both 
signals are received, the CD8+ cell 
kills the target cell. 


In order to facilitate recogni¬ 
tion by CD8 killer cells, healthy 
cells are continually chopping up 
some fraction of any protein 
found inside the cell into peptide 
fragments for surface presenta¬ 
tion. These fragments are then es¬ 
corted to the inside of the cell’s 
rough endoplasmic reticulum 
(ER) by TAP (Trans¬ 
porters of Antigen Pre¬ 
sentation) proteins. 

Once there, the pep¬ 
tides “stick” by hydro¬ 
gen bonds to the alpha 
chain of the MHC I mole¬ 
cule. Finally, the last piece of 
MHC-I, called Beta2 
Microglobulin, joins 
the alpha chain, and it 
can now move to the 
cell surface and do its job of alert¬ 
ing passing CD8 cells to the pres¬ 
ence of any foreign proteins with¬ 
in the cell. 

How do CTLs kill 
their targets? 

In a process known as exocyto- 
sis, CD8 CTLs push neatly pack¬ 
aged bags of toxic chemicals onto 
their target cell’s surface mem¬ 
brane. The first bags of toxic 
chemicals contain perforin - a 
protein that pokes holes in (per¬ 
forates) the target cell’s mem¬ 
brane. After that, bags of 
granzymes are pushed through by 
CTLs, and these break down the 
target cell’s structure, and the tar¬ 
get cell dies. 

Hope and hype 

The hope, then, was that after 
my cells’ genome had been trans¬ 
fected with the genetically reengi¬ 
neered mouse virus, my cells 
would then produce gpl60 (the 
env gene product) as well as the 
proteins coded for by rev. This 
would then be chopped by the 
proteasome, stuck on MHC-I, 
and turn CD8+s into CTLs that 
would then go on and kill any cell 
of mine that was infected with 
HIV. The hype for this treatment, 
generated by the drug’s developer, 
was high. CBS’s 48 Hours did a 
show on it. And I was a believer. 

Success is in the mind of 
the researcher 

So, did env and rev get into my 
cells and get chopped up, present¬ 
ed, and turn on CTLs? No, and 
yes. After getting my three shots 
over three months, giving 12 
tubes of blood and urine and 
semen samples each month for 
the first three months, then every 
three months for a year, the study 
was unblinded, and, you guessed

it, I was on placebo. But, by CD4+ 
count, I did the best of the more 
than 40 participants. My CD4s 
had climbed into the upper 500s. 
This is most likely because I 
changed my medicine twice dur¬ 
ing the trial. 

But I was a believer. So, when 
then given the option of receiv¬ 
ing the real thing, I chose to 
go through it all again, as 
^ the researchers claimed 
that they were able to 
show that they had 
induced specific CTL 
activity - it just didn’t 
do any good for the pa¬ 
tients. Meanwhile, 
Viagene was bought 
out by Chiron, and I 
hear they are in 
phase III trials of this vaccine, 
calling it now by a different name. 

About a year ago at a confer¬ 
ence, I ran into Flossie Wong- 
Stahl, a prominent San Diego re¬ 
searcher of gene therapy for HIV 
infection herself, and asked her 
why she thought it didn’t work. 
“There ought to be plenty of pre¬ 
sentation of viral peptides, al¬ 
ready,” she said. “So adding more 
wouldn’t do you any good.” I 
wished I had spoken to her two 
years earlier. 

While the gene therapy itself 
likely didn’t hurt me, as part of 


agreeing to be in the trial I had to 
stop all antiretroviral medications 
for three days prior and three days 
following each injection. This was 
in 1994, before David Ho and 
others had published their work 
showing that the virus is never re¬ 
ally latent and that the virus can 
develop resistance to drugs very 
quickly. From what we now know, 
stopping antiviral therapy for 
seven days is like asking the virus 
to become resistant and would be 
seen as unethical today. 

Probably today, if I were con¬ 
sidering any trial, I would look 
before leaping and I would seek 
advice from someone who had no 
financial interest in either en¬ 
rolling people in the trial, as my 
medical practice did, or in the 
outcome of the trial, as the re¬ 
searchers and financial backers at 
Viagene did. I did talk to people 
three years ago, but just didn’t get 
the right people. If I were consid¬ 
ering a trial today, I would talk to 
knowledgeable activists and sci¬ 
entists not directly associated with 
promoting that particular trial, 
who can be located through Pro¬ 
ject Inform (800-822-7422 or 
415-558-9051) or at ACT UP 
Golden Gate (415-252-9200). 

And I still hold great hopes for 
gene therapy, just not this partic¬ 
ular strategy. ▼

Exotic dancers 
win union contract

I n a precedent-setting event for the erotic entertainment indus¬ 
try, exotic dancers at the Lusty Lady peep show club in North 
Beach were successful in negotiating a contract that gives them 
paid sick leave, regular raises, and the right to arbitration of labor 
disputes. 

Unlike most area strip clubs, the dancers at the Lusty Lady ~ 
many of whom are lesbian and bisexual women — are paid an 
hourly wage. Dancers at most other clubs work primarily for tips - 
often for lap dances - and in many cases are expected to pay “stage 
fees” and give a substantial portion of their earnings to the club. At 
the Lusty Lady, dancers work on a stage behind a glass partition 
and are visible through a window when a customer deposits money. 
The dancers also succeeded in persuading management to remove 
one-way mirrors in certain windows; dancers were concerned that 
customers behind such windows might be carrying cameras or 
weapons. 

Although one strip club in San Diego was unionized before the 
Lusty Lady, that dub operated under an “open shop” policy in 
which employees were not required to become union members. 
The San Frandsco club is the first to win a closed shop. 

The dancers are represented by Service Employees Internation¬ 
al Union (SEIU), which has recently increased its organizing of 
non-profits and other industries that have traditionally not been 
unionized. SEIU organizer Stephanie Batey called the contract “a 
fantastic victory.” T

cab at 407 Castro Street and asked 
to be taken to 5th and Howard. 

As Sedletsky turned the cor¬ 
ner onto 17th Street and pulled 
over to ask the couple whether 
they meant 5th Street or 15th 
Street and Howard, Myland sud¬ 
denly grew belligerent and agitat¬ 
ed, responded “15 dollars,” and 
then punched Sedletsky in the 
face with his closed fist. 

According to the narrative re¬

tal visitation, conservatorship, 
healthcare, and survivors’ benefits.

Early morning raid 

At about 6:30 a.m. Monday, 
April 21, federal Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration (DEA) 
agents stormed the Flower Thera¬ 
py medical marijuana distribu¬ 
tion center at 3180 17th Street, 
kicking in the doors and leaving 
copies of the federal search war¬ 
rant. No one was at Flower Ther¬ 
apy when the raid took place, and 
no arrests have been made. Co¬ 
owner Beth Moore said attorneys 
are in the process of trying to 
meet with federal prosecutors 
about the raid. 

A spokeswoman in Yam- 
aguchi’s office refused to com¬ 
ment on the raid and whether or 
not the U.S. attorney’s office 
would accept the case for prose¬ 


cution. “Our office has no com¬ 
ment,” she repeated. 

The DEA wasn’t talking, either, 
aside from spokesman Stan 
Vegar’s general comments Mon¬ 
day about how agents believed 
Flower Therapy was a “large-scale 
marijuana-growing operation,” 
and that the raid was authorized 
by a federal warrant signed by a 
federal judge. He added that DEA 
agents learned of Flower Thera¬ 
py’s operations after a local televi¬ 
sion news report. 

Vegar said probable cause was 
also developed independently. He 
maintained that Proposition 215 
had no role in the department’s 
decision to raid Flower Therapy. 
He said the San Francisco DEA 
office has historically had a strat¬ 
egy to investigate what he termed 
“large-scale” pot-growing opera¬ 
tions that violate federal law. 

Hallinan sharply disputed 
whether Flower Therapy fit that 
description and said his office has 
taken the lead with the city De¬ 


partment of Public Health (DPH) 
to develop guidelines for medical 
marijuana distribution since 
Proposition 215 became law. 
Nearly all of the pot plants seized 
by agents were small, of no more 
than a few inches in height, he 
added. 

He said Flower Therapy was 
designated as a primary caregiver 
by city Judge David Garcia, and 
also said he has personally met 
with staff, many of whom are 
HIV-positive. 

“I got the impression an ele¬ 
ment in the DEA [were] taking it 
on their own after seeing it 
[Flower Therapy] on TV,” Halli¬ 
nan said. 

‘Better things to do’ 

Moore was adamant the raid 
would not adversely affect people 
who depend on the club for med¬ 
ical marijuana, saying, “We’re 
going to stay open, and we’re not 
going to let the patients suffer 
again. They hurt the patients.” 


Moore also said Flower Thera¬ 
py was just getting to the point 
where prices could be lowered for 
the cannabis. 

At Monday’s Board of Super¬ 
visors meeting, member Tom 
Ammiano called for letters from 
Hallinan and Lau about what they 
know about the raid. He was 
joined by Supervisors Sue Bier- 
man and Amos Brown. Ammiano 
said the operation looked like a 
replay of the CBC raid. 

Supervisor Susan Leal was crit¬ 
ical of the raid. “If the DEA wants 
to make a difference, there are a 
couple of parks I can tell them to 
go hang out where people are sell¬ 
ing drugs,” she said. “I think they 
have better things to do.” 

Todd Swindell, a Flower Ther¬ 
apy staff member, said agents did 
not appear to touch the club’s 
medical records, nor were any 
taken. And it seems they didn’t 
confiscate all the pot either. 

“They left the baked goods,” he 
said. ▼

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AWG urges increased ADAP 
funding at AIDS Watch ’97

i ncreased funding for the AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP) was the cornerstone 
of testimony, lobbying, and meet¬ 
ings throughout the Washington 
area during AIDS Watch ’97 in 
mid-April. 

The ADAP Working Group, a 
coalition of AIDS organizations 
and pharmaceutical companies, 
has identified a “shortfall” of 
$66.8 million in funding for 
ADAP in the current year. AWG 
says that next year the federal gov¬ 
ernment should increase its share 
of ADAP funding by $131.7 mil¬ 
lion, while states need to kick in 
an additional $46.2 million. 

AWG co-chair Bill Arnold said 
that only five state ADAP pro¬ 
grams cover all of the basic drugs 
necessary to treat HIV. Four states 
still do not pay for any protease 
inhibitors, while ten have capped 
the number of participants and 
have waiting lists. Others restrict 
access to the program below ac¬ 
cepted standards of care. 

“We should be ashamed of 
ourselves,” Mary Fisher told Capi¬ 
tol Hill staff members at a Thurs¬ 
day, April 17 briefing. She was as 
moving and eloquent as when she 
addressed two Republican nation¬ 
al conventions and the American 
television audience. “Nearly two 
decades into an epidemic that has 
killed hundreds of thousands of 
Americans, we have gathered to 
discuss how many more should 
die.” 

She stated a very simple equa¬ 
tion: “What stands between these 
Americans and death is drugs; 
what stands between these Amer¬ 
icans and drugs is money; and 
what stands between these Amer¬ 
icans and money is ...us, the 
American people, the United 
States government, and the AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program.” 

Immoral discrepancy' 

Fisher noted that the rate of 
death has gone down for men, be¬ 
cause of their access to drugs, 
while it has continued to rise for 


women. “We have no cure, but we 
have within our power the ability 
to end the immoral discrepancy 
between those who live and those 
who die for lack of access to 
drugs.” 

And she called on those as¬ 
sembled “to assure that life-pro¬ 
longing and death-deferring 
drugs are available for every HIV- 
infected person in this nation, not 
when we stand at death’s door, but 
while we stand in the public 
square. Politics and science make 
it possible; economics and moral¬ 
ity make it imperative. If we do 
not embrace the opportunity 
now, we have consciously and un¬ 
consciously prolonged the legacy 
of shame.” 

“Chip” Schooley MD, a re¬ 


searcher and physician at the Uni¬ 
versity of Colorado, outlined the 
medicine of new therapies. Over 
the last two years their patient 
census has grown by 50 percent, 
but the number of days in the 
hospital has declined by 75 per¬ 
cent. He saw these therapies as 
being highly cost-effective, both 
in terms of treating patients and 
in limiting the further spread of 
HIV. 

“By not making drugs avail¬ 
able, and by giving people no in¬ 
centive to find out if they are in¬ 
fected, and by continuing to have 
people in an infectious state [with 
a high viral load], we are only 
shooting ourselves in the foot 
down the road.” 

Michael Saag, MD, from the 
University of Alabama-Birming- 
ham, said physicians have learned 
from experience with earlier 


drugs that misuse can quickly lead 
to resistance. “We don’t want to 
repeat that” with triple combina¬ 
tions. 

He urged increased funding to 
ease Alabama’s “incredibly strin¬ 
gent” Medicaid eligibility criteria 
and allow a sliding scale of ADAP 
assistance for working people 
with inadequate or no health in¬ 
surance. Alabama’s ADAP pro¬ 
gram has enrolled 728 for its 750 
slots and will soon begin to put 
people on a waiting list. 

Georges Benjamin, MD, 
Deputy Secretary of Health for 
Maryland, outlined that state’s ag¬ 
gressive Maryland]ADAP pro¬ 
gram. When it ran short of money 
and began a waiting list, the Gov¬ 
ernor authorized an immediate 


emergence appropriation that 
funded coverage for all patients 
and all HIV approved drugs. 

Over the last 12 months, 
MADAP expenditures have in¬ 
creased 147 percent, which Ben¬ 
jamin called “one of these rare in¬ 
vestments that does make a true 
difference in the lives of individ¬ 
uals. It very clearly shifts the par¬ 
adigm from treating critical ill¬ 
ness to keeping people healthy 
and productive.” 

Manhattan Congressman Jer- 
rold Nadler said, “We are always 
told that the United States has the 
best medical system in the world, 
but if people do not get the bene¬ 
fits of that technology simply be¬ 
cause they don’t have the money, 
then we do not have the best med¬ 
ical system in the world. 

“Life and death should not be 
a question of your pocketbook.” ▼

Scientists push the 
‘envelope’ of HIV 

May hold pharmacological promise

S cientists finally have their 
first high-resolution picture 
of the protein fragment that 
enables HIV to invade human 
cells - a feat with immediate im¬ 
plications for new drug design. 

Dr. Peter Kim of the Whitehead 
Institute for Biomedical Research 
and the Howard Hughes Medical 
Institute in Cambridge, Massachu¬ 
setts, and his team have unveiled 
the crystal structure of a key frag¬ 
ment of the HIV envelope protein. 

Dr. David Chan, a researcher 
on the team, said, “The envelope 
protein resides on the surface of 
the virus and plays a crucial role 


in HIV infection.” 

He said one part of the protein 
allows the virus to bind to human 
cells. Another part mediates fu¬ 
sion of the viral membrane and 
the cell membrane, thus initiating 
entry of the virus into the cell. 

The researchers used X-ray 
crystallography to determine the 
core structure of the fusion-medi¬ 
ating part. The striking images re¬ 
veal a compact, six-helix bundle 
punctuated by deep cavities. 

“Until we saw the images, we 
didn’t know these cavities exist¬ 
ed,” Kim said. “They could be key 
targets for the development of 
new antiviral drugs.” 

Despite its importance, there 
are no antiviral drugs that target 
the envelope protein. That’s part¬ 


ly because the virus is so clever at 
changing the pieces of the protein 
it presents to the outside world. 

Studies do indicate, however, 
that this cavity structure shown 
by the Whitehead scientists may 
not be so amenable to change. 
Therefore, the researchers say in 
the journal Cell , drugs aimed at 
this region may be effective 
against many HIV strains. 

Said Kim, “The importance of 
identifying drugs that block the 
HIV envelope protein is under¬ 
scored by the recent success of 
combination drug regimens for 
treating AIDS. 

“It would be extremely useful 
to add to this arsenal a drug di¬ 
rected against the membrane-fu¬ 
sion machinery.” ▼

Major new design show at SFMOMA

n the Russian Orthodox Church, an icon is a sacred image of a 
saint or other holy figure. The twelve everyday objects on display in 
Icons: Magnets of Meaning at the San Francisco Museum of Modern 
Art are also religious figures, in a way. But because the religion of con¬ 
temporary American society is consumerism, the common objects selected here by Cu¬ 
rator of Architecture and Design Aaron Betsky are truly icons of consumer culture. It’s 
brave of Betsky and SFMOMA to display a pair of blue jeans and a BMW 325i in the 
museum. But Icons makes a persuasive case for these commercial items, as well as 
lipstick and surfboards, to be presented in the context of modern art. 

Almost 300 design objects, photos and other documents fill the 
fifth floor gallery, but the exhibit is or¬ 
ganized around these 
twelve iconic objects or 
images: blue jeans, lip¬ 
stick, surfboard, baseball bat, BMW, minicams, 

Kitchen Aid mixer, CBS eye logo, @ [the mark of the cy¬ 
bersphere], the Luxor Hotel, the freeway, and SFMOMA 
itself, which has in a short time become a recognizable icon for San Francisco. 

In an age of information overload, suburban and electronic sprawl, Betsky says 
he was looking for objects that stand still and seemed fixed for all time. “I wound up 
looking in the closet, in the garage and on the kitchen table,” he says. What he 
found are items which have either become re¬ 
fined to perfection over years of use — 
basic blue jeans are essentially the same 
as they were when introduced in the 
1890s — or in which good design pro¬ 
duced “instant icons” like the Ducati 
916 Strada, the ultimate-looking rac¬ 
ing motorcycle. 

Betsky himself designed the 

installation, making the fifth floor gallery sparkle with an aluminum dia¬ 
mond-plate floor, minimalist metal displays, and walls glossed over 
with aluminum paint. The museum has become an empo¬ 
rium for timeless merchandise. In these mass-pro¬ 
duced items, the curator finds pieces of per- 
fection that everyone can own. “Design 
is where art enters everyday life,” 
y ^ he says, sounding like the

Speaking 
of her job at GLAAD, Bono told 
EW, “I see my role as a technical 
adviser. If someone is making a 
film about astronauts, they talk to 
NASA, because it’s a different 
world. The gay community can be 
a different world, too.” 

Yes, that’s true, but usually the 
folks who get hired by NASA 
know what they’re talking about. 
Chastity is so prone to putting 
foot in mouth we think she 
should wear stirrups on her face. 
Here she is on the worst 
movie of 1996, The 
Bird Cage. “The Bird¬ 
cage [sic] wasn’t of¬ 
fensive, just inaccu¬ 
rate. I’ve known 
drag queens all my life, 
and I’ve never met 
one as effeminate as 
Nathan Lane was. 
Ever. 1 ” 

Does that mean, 
Chastity, that were 
you to meet a drag queen that ef¬ 
feminate you’d be disgusted? Get 
with the program, girl. 

Look back in anger 

We think Daniel Harris 

should be GLAAD’s next media 
director, seeing as he’s just written 
an insightful and highly enter¬ 
taining book about queer culture. 
But we’re not the only ones who 
think The Rise and Fall of Gay 
Culture, due out next month from 
Hyperion, is fab. Gary Indiana, 
writing in the April edition of Art- 
forum, discusses the book at great 
length, calling it a “brilliant suite 
of essays” whose discussion of 
contemporary queer culture in¬ 
jects a much-needed “historical 
sense into a seemingly ahistorical 
present.” Harris’ book, writes In¬ 
diana, “is an unsentimental eulo¬ 
gy for a vanishing ethnicity, one 
that’s been assimilated into com¬ 
mercial culture at the expense of 
its defining characteristics.” 

Indiana says the book is to be 
lauded for “showing gay people 
what they have had to abandon in 
order to be accepted” into the 
larger culture. “Much of [what 
was shed],” writes Indiana, “was 
pathological. But none of it was 
quite as banal as the current em¬ 
phasis on gay marriage and 
monogamy, or ‘coming out’ as the 
endlessly restaged central drama 
in every homosexual’s life, or the 
compulsive mimicry of main¬ 
stream tastes and ‘lifestyle’ op¬ 
tions now promoted by gay 
media.” 

Channeling Harris, Indiana ar¬ 
gues that the modern homosexu¬ 
al’s acceptance into society has in¬ 
volved an unpleasant exchange re¬ 
quiring “the suppression from 
public view of everything that re¬ 
ally does, or really did, make the 
homosexual different from the av¬ 
erage American, whether it’s male 
effeminacy, elitist artistic taste, or 
specific sexual practices. The re¬ 
ward is the transformation of the 
outcast into a welcome faceless 
consumer. 

“While none of us exactly long 
for the oppressions of the past 
that brought us everything from 
Ronald Firbank to Lypsinka,” 
writes Indiana, “the passing of this 
culture cedes ever more ground to 
the philistinism and mediocrity of 
the consciousness industry.” 

Pretenders to the throne 

Speaking of Lypsinka, all of SF 
is gearing up for Josie’s “Lypsinka 
Look-Alike, Perform-Alike” con¬ 
test on Friday, May 1. Glittering 
New York drag legend Lady 
Bunny will emcee the event, 
which begins immediately after 
Miss Epperson’s Greatest Hits 


Jeff Goldblum, her “on again, off 
again” paramour, at a Tinsel¬ 
town cafe. Everything is in 
eluded, right down to stom¬ 
ach-turning sound effects 
and descriptions of 
Goldblum sniffing 
Dern’s “sandalwood- 
scented hair.” Please. 

While the EW 
story does relate 
that Dern and 
Ellen DeGeneres 
are “very close” 
friends in real life, any lingering 
doubts about what the two do 
when together are quickly dis¬ 
pelled by the EW scribe’s compul¬ 
sive need to heterosexualize 
everything, as when he reveals 
that Dern’s enthusiasm for boys is 
so intense he has to “turn off his 
tape recorder” when she explains 
what she likes about them. Unless 
you’re a retard or an infant — 
perhaps the intended EW audi¬ 
ence — we’re quite sure that what 
Dern has to say about boys is 
nothing we haven’t heard before.

Hollywood’s dy¬ 
namic duo will also tell viewers 
what they can expect to see on fu¬ 
ture episodes of the show. It’s

1985 as Tony, has since performed 
every male role in the play, and 
has gone on to direct productions 
of Shear Madness in ten cities 
across the U.S. and Canada (he’s 
assistant director for 
the San Francisco stag¬ 
ing). 

Look up Shear Mad¬ 
ness in the Guinness 
Book of World Records 
and you’ll find an entry 
for the longest-running 
non-musical play in 
American theater 
history. The 
Boston produc¬ 
tion is still run¬ 
ning (the city even named a street 
after it), and the Chicago and 
Washington, D.C. mountings are, 
respectively, the second- and 
third-longest running plays on 
the same list. 

Over lunch last week at the 
Grand Cafe, the handsome Calla¬ 
han says he felt strongly about in¬ 
troducing Tony to San Francisco 
audiences. “I usually play one of 
the cops,” Callahan says, “but I 
knew that the gay community in 
San Francisco would love Tony, so 
I made it clear that I had to play 
him here.” At each show, the audi¬ 
ence, based on evidence they col¬ 
lect in a question-and-answer ses¬ 
sion with the characters, decides 
who committed the murder. 
Callahan reports that of the six 
characters, Tony is voted murder¬ 
er least often. 

Like many actors, Callahan is 
cagey about his age — he says he’s 
hurtling toward 40. Also in true 
actor form, Callahan flirtatiously 
asks the waiter to guess his age. 
The waiter, knowing his tip de¬ 
pends on his answer, surveys 
Callahan and wisely answers “32.” 
Aside from his enthusiasm for 
Shear Madness, which seems gen¬ 
uine, Callahan says he did have 
one other motive for wanting to 
be the San Francisco Tony: “I 
thought it might help me get a 
date.”

Called The 
Talking Cure, Berger’s first full- 
fledged dramatic work had a suc¬ 
cessful run at Josie’s Cabaret a 
year and a half ago, after which 
Ed Decker, Artistic Director of 
the New Conservatory Theatre 
Center, approached Berger about 
adding it to his Pride Season. 

Berger’s show is an AIDS 


is the first serious thing I’ve done,” 
she says. “It took some time for 
me to get used to not getting 
laughs every 30 seconds. But now 
I’m totally into the show.

What Orton wrought 

Over the past few years, we’ve 
had several attempts to get Joe 
Orton — the Oscar Wilde of the 
’60s — right. Berkeley Repertory 
Theatre’s production of What the 
Butler Saw was the best of the lot 
— zany, ribald and, most impor¬ 
tantly, sharp. Other local produc¬ 
tions of Loot and Entertaining Mr. 
Sloane haven’t fared as well. The 
brave folks at the Chameleon The¬ 
atre Company are having a go at 
What the Butler Saw, and the re¬ 
sults are mixed. First, it’s generally 
not a good idea to force actors into 
awkward attempts at British ac¬ 
cents — that sets the wrong tone 
from the start. Actors who would 
otherwise be game for anything 
just end up looking amateurish. 

But once Orton’s “kinky ca¬ 
pers” get rolling, the cast of six 
seems more at ease with their ma¬ 
terial. In this rambunctious play¬ 
wright’s hands, the world of psy¬ 
chiatry circa 1969 is in for a good 
thrashing. By the time the chief 
brain doctor is diagnosed as a 
“fetishist, bisexual, transvestite, 
deviant murderer,” the action has 
become so nonsensical as to be 
completely hilarious. 

Director Sarah Stillpass 
guides her intrepid cast with an 
uneven hand, a condition under 
which farce cannot flourish. The 
bright light of the ensemble, how¬ 
ever, is Lee Kiszonas as Mrs. 
Prentice, the nymphomaniac, al¬ 
coholic wife of the chief psychol¬ 
ogist. Kiszonas has comedy legs in 
every sense of the word. Her per¬ 
formance is broad and hammy yet 
deliciously shaded, especially in 
her wildly funny, guttural re¬ 
sponses to the mayhem sur-

drama tinged with genuine come¬ 
dy. She plays Jody Grossman, a 
woman who has never known a 
gay man until she befriends Gary, 
a fellow tenant in her building 
who is living with AIDS. The tri¬ 
umph of the show is that it refus¬ 
es to wallow in gloom, like so 
many AIDS dramas, and offers a 
fresh, poignant spin on its subject.

'Girl gang' flicks at the Roxie 


For Terry, sisterhood is appar¬ 
ently not powerful, as she goes 
after the other women as much as 
the men. This riot grrrl plays no 
favorites. In a typical scene, she 
demands that all male gang mem¬ 
bers rape Annie, one of the sisters 
she has deposed. “She’s dirt\” 
Terry screams. “Show her!” In an¬ 
other sequence, she influences the 
IQ-challenged Nino to murder 
one of his old pals who was trying 
to escape from the gang. 

Like the other two films, 
Teenage Gang Debs was shot in 
gritty black and white, on mostly 
real locations, providing an au¬ 
thenticity lacking in more upscale 
takes on the “juvenile delinquen¬ 
cy” problem of the time. And of 
course, there’s appropriate music 
to accompany all the punching, 
kicking, stabbing, and shooting 
up, in this case Lee Dowel’s “Black 
Belt,” which inspired these brain¬ 
less, violent teens to start a new 
dance craze that, sad to say, never 
quite caught on. ▼

C ultural memory is often as 
fragmented as a ’50s prom 
dress, but fortunately, le 
cinema gives us irrefutable evi¬ 
dence of certain cultural trends. 
Such is the case with that hoary 
artifact of the ’50s and ’60s, the 
girl gang. 

The riot grrrl of the ’90s is a 
direct descendant of the trashy 
“hellcats in hotpants” who en¬ 
livened many an exploitation 
film in postwar America. It 
seems that some of these gals 
didn’t find June Cleaver or Mar¬ 
garet Anderson quite the proper 
role model, no doubt because 
they couldn’t imagine June or 
Margaret rumbling with rival 
gangs, stealing their sisters’ 
boyfriends, murdering their fel¬ 
low gang members, or smoking 
weed and shooting smack. These 
girls wanted thrills that couldn’t 
be found in the foolish fantasies 
of conformist, middlebrow 
America. 

In honor of these obscure 
rebels from America’s not-too- 
distant past, the Roxie is showing 
three classic “girl gang” movies 
from the ’50s and ’60s. The first 
of these is the bluntly titled Girl 
Gang ( 1954). This film reeks of 
Ed Wood, and for good reason — 
it stars Wood stalwart Timothy 
Farrell as the horny heroin dealer 
who enslaves young girls, and it 
was produced by George Weiss, 
who gave us Wood’s Glen or Glen¬ 
da? The girl gang is not the dri¬ 
ving force of this film, however; 
they’re more titillating window 
dressing, with only a couple of 
scenes of robbing, killing, and 
fucking. Girl Gang is most effec¬ 
tive as a primer on heroin addic¬ 
tion, and any would-be junkie 
can learn every nuance of how to 
get high on smack from the ac¬ 
commodating filmmakers. 

If Girl Gang showed that the 
genre hadn’t quite found its 
stride, Roger Corman’s Teenage 
Doll gives us a wonderfully eco¬ 
nomical, almost anthropological 
view of the grrrls in their natural 
habitat — the street. Corman 
does far more with this material 
than might be imagined, thanks 
to a superior script by Charles 
Griffith and stunning noirish 
black-and-white photography by 
Floyd Crosby (who shot Mur- 
nau’s Tabu in 1931!). In an open¬ 
ing scene worthy of Sam Fuller, a 
dishwasher at a slummy restau¬ 
rant inadvertently dumps dish¬ 
water on the dead body of Nan 
Baker, a member of a gang called 
the “Black Widows.” Of course, 
the Widows, led by Hel (Fay 
Spain), must take revenge on the 
rival “Vandalette” who killed 
Nan. 

Corman crams what might be 
a two-hour movie into a 66- 
minute mini-epic, sketching the 
lives of each of the “Widows” and 
showing what drove them to join 
the gang. Ultra-tough Lorrie 
(Sandy Smith) calls everybody a 
“dumb square broad,” including 
the crippled little sister she keeps 
in a squalid tenement room. The 
film’s promise that it’s “not a 
pretty picture” is especially evi¬ 
dent when Lorrie tosses a box of 
old crackers to the obviously 
starving kid, who devours them 
hungrily as her bored sister looks 
on. One of the film’s taglines ap¬ 
propriately evokes the ethos here: 
“Teenage dolls ... hunting down 


any girl who dares break their 
jungle code!” 

Dirty girl 

Teenage Gang Debs was made 
in 1966, but as impresario Johnny 
Legend says it “could have been 
made in the ’50s.” This amazing 
independent feature immediately 
tips us off that it’s a woman’s 
world — only the female stars’ 
names are in capital letters. The 
top “deb” is Terry Fiore (Diane 
Conti), a beautiful, predatory 
“Manhattanite” who systematical¬ 
ly screws and then dispatches the 
top brass of a Brooklyn gang who 
carved his initials into her tits 
after he’s fucked her. “Nobody 
carves me up!” she seethes, short¬ 
ly before arranging Johnny’s 
demise. 

Diane Conti as Terry is the 
quintessential early riot grrrl: gor¬ 
geous in black capri pants, teased 
black hair, a venomous smile, and 
of course, black mascara that must 
have been applied with a trowel.

The San Francisco International Film Festival

M idlife crisis starts with the 
realization that you’re not 
going to be around forev¬ 
er. This year, the San Francisco In¬ 
ternational Film Festival (SFIFF) 
turns 40, and while it shows no 
signs of reduced vitality, death 
and suicide do seem major preoc¬ 
cupations of the filmmakers rep¬ 
resented. 

If the festival were a funeral, 
however, it would be an Irish 
wake. Two hundred films of con¬ 
sistently high quality from 40 
countries are a feast for the eyes, 
imagination, and emotions. The 
chance to squeeze into the Castro, 
the Kabuki, or the Pacific Film 
Archive with other out-and- 
proud cinephiles is a unique so¬ 
cial experience not to be missed. 

From armloads of preview 
tapes I have randomly culled the 
following eight films as among 
the most complex and problemat¬ 
ic. They all address the queer and 
deadly sides of human experience 
in oblique and haunting ways. 
Resisting my weakness for things 
French, I’m not even mentioning 
Cedric Klapisch’s When the Cat's 
Away, the high-spirited gem of 
Paris verite that is one of the 
opening night films. 

Conspirators of Pleasure 

pretends to be an equal opportu¬ 
nity parade of fetishists in mod¬ 
ern-day Prague, but Czech direc¬ 


tor Jan Svankmajer is really con¬ 
cerned with his central character’s 
meticulous preparation of a 
bondage rape and murder he suc¬ 
cessfully carries out on a life-sized 
rag doll. We follow a balding, 
bestubbled bachelor into a corner 
store for a Penthouse and into his 
closet for a wank session. Then we 
get to watch as, step by compul¬ 
sive step, he concocts his rooster 
costume, steals a car, and does the 
deed on a female dummy that 
comes to life in time to participate 
fully in the horror of forced sex 
and death. For 75 wordless min¬ 
utes two other men devise com¬ 
plex masturbation machines 
while three women go through 
motions that read like a man’s 
fantasy of women’s fantasies. Too 
bad SFIFF’s first Persistence of Vi¬ 
sion Award recipient, touted as a 
surrealist genius of the old school, 
reveals himself a recycler of 
misogynist banalities. Conspira¬ 
tors of Pleasure plays May 3 (9:15 
p.m.) at the Pacific Film Archive, 
and May 6 (7 p.m.) at the Kabuki. 

Exile Shanghai is one long 
film. If anyone else were responsi¬ 
ble we’d carp, but Ulrike Ottinger 
has this thing about making the 
experience last. So get ready for 
275 minutes of old Jewish talking 
heads recalling the imperialistic 
pleasures of life in Shanghai that 
ended in World War II while the 
screen overflows with images of 
the energetic Chinese street life 
that has replaced the colonial en¬ 


claves of many nations. This vast 
study in contrasts draws no sim¬ 
ple conclusions. Six interviewees 
(including one devil-may-care 
fag), now longtime California res¬ 
idents, offer personal variations 
on expatriate life ranging from 
decadent privilege to desperate 
exile. Needless to say, the Nazis — 
or their allies, the Japanese — ru¬ 
ined everything. What ruins the 
film was the disrespect shown the 
one Chinese person asked to share 
her memories: she barely gets 
started when the subtitles cease 
and her voice, reduced to so much 
exotic noise, is engulfed by a lush 
Viennese violin. Exile Shanghai 
plays April 27 (12:30 p.m.) at the 
Castro Theatre, and May 4 (1 
p.m.) at Pacific Film Archive. 

Frantz Fanon: Black Skin, 
White Mask is Isaac Julien’s styl¬ 
ized portrait of the black intellec¬ 
tual activist from Martinique who 
almost found true happiness dur¬ 
ing the Algerian war for indepen¬ 
dence. The usual talking heads 
and archival footage are matched 
with lingering shots of an actor 
who doesn’t so much portray 
Fanon as symbolize him. The 
clean-cut grandeur of his profile, 
naked torso, and crisp, white doc¬ 
tor’s jacket suggest an icon rather 
than a dynamo. After medical 
studies in France, Fanon pub¬ 
lished Black Skin, White Mask in 
1947, a study of identity under 
racist rule. In the colonialist inca¬ 
pacity to recognize the colonized 
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Colin Salmon as Frantz Fanon. 


subject, Fanon saw an implicit 
struggle to the death. Prone to 
self-contradiction and suffering 
from sexism, Fanon married a 
French woman and did revolu¬ 
tionary work in psychiatry. In the 
Algerian overthrow of the French 
master he thought he’d found his 
dream situation, and in the Arab 
his ideal man, but he hadn’t bar¬ 
gained for the religious zeal that 
continues to complicate that on¬ 
going revolution. Frantz Fanon: 
Black Skin, White Mask plays the 
Kabuki May 6 (2 p.m., 7:15 p.m.) 
and the Pacific Film Archive May 
7 (9 p.m.). 

Genealogies of a Crime stars 
Catherine Deneuve in a double 
role as a psychiatrist killed by her 
ne’er-do-well nephew and the de¬ 
fense lawyer addicted to lost caus¬ 
es who gets him off. But that’s not 


Irma Vep, directed by Olivier 
Assayas, is more than just an in¬ 
souciant take on the chaotic pro¬ 
duction of a French art film inter¬ 
rupts. Jean-Pierre L£aud, Truf¬ 
faut’s filmic alter ego, plays an au¬ 
teur on the edge of a nervous 
breakdown who is remaking the 
1915 serial thriller Les Vampires 
with martial arts star Maggie Che¬ 
ung. In head-to-toe black latex as 
head cat burglar Irma Vep (a.k.a. 
Vampire), the unscathed action 
star proves a worthy successor to 
Sade’s Justine, remaining unbe¬ 
lievably uncomplicated and un- 
complexed while all around her 
people try to suck her psychic 
blood.

Level Five is a French medita¬ 
tion on computers and death 
which should appeal to anybody 
who has noticed the accelerating 
proliferation of these phenomena 
and how well they mesh. The film 
is anchored by the requisite beau¬ 
tiful woman (Catherine Belkhod- 
ja) — nicknamed Laura, after the 
Gene Tierney character in that 
same-titled Hollywood medita¬ 
tion on love, death, and mistaken 
identity — who speaks into the 
camera from her post at a termi¬ 
nal.

Love’s Debris suggests a way 
into the Millennium that doesn’t 
involve black Nikes, purple 
scarves, or Websites. Emotion — 
especially that romantic passion 
that sanctifies lust — as codified 
in grand opera is offered as an an¬ 
tidote to our techically perfectible 
world. The opening credits appear 
over a diagonal dolly through a 
tunnel; subsequent cuts include 
soulless examples of modern ar¬ 
chitecture, industrial plants, and 
the anonymous symmetry of an 


underground train. Elsewhere, 
one-time prima donnas Anita 
Cerquetti, Martha Modi, and Rita 
Gorr discuss and demonstrate 
their art at the bidding of director 
Werner Schroeter, who appears 
onscreen as himself: a middle- 
aged autocrat in a ponytail wear¬ 
ing too many rings. Men and 
women singers still in their prime 
belt out arias in everyday dress or 
19th-century costumes against 
the instant atmosphere of old 
church walls. Nothing is lip- 
synched, and all the pairings are 
same sex. Despite too many shots 
of crucifixes and not enough sub¬ 
titles, this queer hodge-podge is a 
soul-stirring homage to the 
human heart animating the West¬ 
ern Romantic tradition. The beat 
goes on. Love’s Debris plays April

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closely examines signs of our cul¬ 
ture, like jeans, which have be¬ 
come almost invisible due to con¬ 
stant exposure. The CBS eye logo, 
for example, first wheeled out in 
the ’60s, was based on the “eye of 
God” the Amish paint on their 
barns. Betsky reminds us that 
corporate logos are designed to 
look like universal symbols of di¬ 
vinity, resembling mandalas and 
other archetypes. Similar¬ 
ly, the minicam and 
other surveillance 
apparati are the 
eye of God 
watching over 
us, and surely 
lipstick is em¬ 
blematic of the 
dick of death. To 
his credit, Betsky 
rejects Chanel as ^ 
the iconic lipstick, 
despite its classic logo. 

He found the brand too 
clunky. 

The self-referential inclusion 
of Mario Botta’s design for SF- 
MOMA is apt, as the museum has 
already been likened to a cross be¬ 
tween a department store and a 
cathedral. Art museums are places 
for worship at the shrine of High 
Culture, and by straddling the gap 
between popular culture and the 
“precious object,” Betsky’s brain¬ 
child makes overt the links be¬ 
tween the chapel, the gallery, and 
the sales floor. 

One could quibble with the 
choices of the dozen artifacts 


meant to define this cultural mo¬ 
ment. Some are indisputable: the 
freeway and the video camera 
have, after all, given us the signal 
images of the ’90s, evidence of the 
Rodney King beating and the slo- 
mo O.J. Simpson “chase.” But the 
links between the surfboard and 
“surfing the Net,” reiterated by 
showcasing the aqualined forms 
of high-design computer mouses, 
are based on an extended 
metaphor gone too 
far. And the baseball 
bat seems iconic 
of an earlier era, 
when sports and 
recreation were 
more likely to 
be lo-tech and 
not involve lots 
of fancy equip- 
r ment. 

But Icons: Mag¬ 
nets of Meaning is a 
landmark show for the mu¬ 
seum’s Architecture and Design 
department. By having the 
courage to break out of the fine 
arts box, Aaron Betsky and SF- 
MOMA have turned uncommon 
focus on good design in ordinary 
life. After a visit to this exhibit, you 
might look at your next trip to 
The Gap in a whole new light. ▼

The Sichel Sisters''All Over Me'

0 lex and Sylvia Sichel’s All 
' ; Over Me recalls the bitter- 
mm. sweet experience of two 
teenage girls who, despite a close 
friendship, suddenly realize over 
the course of one very hot sum¬ 
mer that they no longer really 
know each other. It’s a realization 
that will change their lives forever. 

Claude (Allison Folland) and 
Ellen (Tara Subkoff) are insepara¬ 
ble 15-year-olds who’ve bonded 
on the streets of New York’s Hell’s 
Kitchen. The two spend most of 
their time together sharing inti¬ 
mate secrets and practicing guitar 
for their new band. Through Luke, 
a gay anarchist punk rocker (Psy- 
chotica’s Pat Briggs), Claude sud¬ 
denly realizes she is in love with 
Ellen, who, much to Claude’s cha¬ 
grin, only wants to cozy up to 
Mark (Cole Hauser), a working- 


class Irish thug who thinks he’s top 
dog in the ’hood. Though not a 
lesbian, Ellen is a user who knows 
how to tease Claude in bed, and 
it’s Claude’s growing understand¬ 
ing of Ellen’s selfishness that even¬ 
tually triggers her own self-aware¬ 
ness, setting her on a path toward 
emotional independence. 

First-time filmmakers Alex 
and Sylvia Sichel, director and 
writer respectively, have created a 
memorable cast of characters: 
Claude, the friendly baby dyke 
who won’t let the world define 
her; Ellen, an unapologetic bad 
girl; Luke, a gay man who won’t 
take shit from anyone; and Mark, 
a street tough who’d rather kill 
than share his turf. 

Despite a powerful ensemble 
cast, All Over Me is essentially 
Claude’s film, and Folland (most 
recently seen in Gus Van Sant’s 
dark comedy To Die For ) is more 


than convincing as a young 
woman who is naive enough to 
cling to a friend who’s bad news, 
but smart enough to eventually 
learn to trust herself. 

All Over Me is a deft coming- 
of-age flick that captures those 
painful moments during adoles¬ 
cence when teenagers suddenly 
realize that childhood is behind 
them and a strange new world lies 
just ahead. 

Like the best pop films, All 
Over Me is fueled by a great 
soundtrack that includes girl band 
hits by Ani DiFranco and Patti 
Smith. Particularly fun is Sleater 
Kinney’s jokey summing up of the 
film’s theme in “I Wanna be Your 
Joey Ramone.” T

%,M ou’H probably think you 

T have Dream with the Fishes 
figured out within the first 
15 minutes. The movie begins 
with suicidal Terry (David Ar¬ 
quette) agreeing to accompany 
dying Nick (Brad Hunt) as he 
travels around Northern Califor¬ 
nia in the last weeks of his life. If 
you expect this premise to lead to 
some life-affirming lessons for 
Terry and a teary, prolonged death 
scene for Nick, you won’t be sur¬ 
prised by this flick’s plot. What is 
surprising, though, is how the 
film manages to feel so real with¬ 
out stooping to the feel-good or 
the maudlin. Dream with the 
Fishes, which was shot in the Bay 
Area by local director Finn Taylor, 
seems especially true to the expe¬ 
rience of living in San Francisco. 
Most of us will recognize the 
kinds of characters who populate 
the film — misfits, fringe- 
dwellers, the unwell — from our 
own lives. Taylor’s camera cap¬ 
tures the Bay Area memorably, in 
dark, grainy colors, and through¬ 
out he offers many startlingly 
fresh images of the city, including 
some kaleidoscopic, acid-soaked 
shots of Fisherman’s Wharf in

'The River' and'The Delta' offer 
unvarnished takes on queer life 

Huckleberry Finn, the two steal 
Lincoln’s family boat for a leisure¬ 
ly river cruise. But this is no voy¬ 
age to self-discovery because Lin¬ 
coln, who seems sweet and con¬ 
fused, maintains a wall between 
them, refusing to learn anything 
that the savvy, emotionally open 
John might teach him.

ecent cinema has been 
caught between two oppos¬

The most intriguing aspect of 
The River is its oblique treatment 
of his characters’ sexuality. The fa¬ 
ther’s — and eventually son’s — 
gay sauna encounters are both 
maddening and seductive, shot in 
near-total darkness with brief 
glimpses of undulating flesh that 
catch the light. Tsai’s strategy 
comments on both the strictures 
against showing sex in Asian film 
and, more specifically, the charac¬ 
ters’ self-suppression, as they are 
unable to acknowledge their true 
selves. The mother’s attempts to 
win her lover’s attentions add a 
comic-absurdist element to this 
failure to connect, as he totally ig-

Ming-liang’s The River and Ira 
Sachs’ The Delta, deal imagina¬ 
tively with homosexuality as part 
of a larger landscape of race and 
class (The Delta ) and existential 
anxiety (The River). 

Director Tsai Ming-liang made 
a splash here last year with Vive 
L’Amour, which featured his fa¬ 
vorite actor, Lee khang-sheng, 
doing cartwheels through an 
empty apartment while dressed in 
fishnets and a feather boa. In The 
River, the actor plays the equally 
strange Xiao-kang, who volun¬ 
teers as an extra in a movie, play¬ 
ing a corpse floating in a dirty 
river. Shortly after, he’s seized by 
terrible head pains and spends the 
remainder of the film clutching his 
head and groaning. Meanwhile, 
his parents spend their time with 
unusual extracurricular activities 
— mother courting an indifferent 
lover, father haunting the gay 
saunas of Taipei looking for love. 

As in his previous films, Tsai 
brilliantly manipulates small, nag¬ 
ging, relentless details that drive 
his characters insane. In Vive 
L’Amour, there was the realtor’s 
frantic, seemingly endless at¬ 
tempts to swat a fly, and her un¬ 
forgettable ten-minute, one-take 
crying jag. In The River, the moth¬ 
er takes an interminable ride in an 
elevator, mindlessly stopping at 
each floor. In another, the father 
attempts to plug up an apparent¬ 
ly unstoppable leak in the apart¬ 
ment. Typically, he surrenders to 
this symbol of his own out-of¬ 
control life; instead of fixing the 
leak, he rechannels the water 
through an elaborate system of 
hoses to water his flowers. 


nores her when she clumsily tries 
to lie next to him on a cramped 
couch. 

Frustrated desire 

First-time director Ira Sachs is 
also fascinated by the inability of 
people to communicate. He shot 
The Delta with an amateur cast in 
Memphis, a town he said “is filled 
with all these separate communi¬ 
ties who have almost no way of 
speaking to each other.” The Delta 
traces the brief, tortured relation¬ 
ship between an upper-class white 
boy, Lincoln (the gorgeous 
Shayne Gray), and a working- 
class half-Vietnamese, half-black 
man named John (Thang Chan). 
Lincoln has a girlfriend but is 
drawn to the underworld of gay 
cruising and the local peep shows. 

In a dazzling inversion of 


minute details, as when Lincoln 
appropriates for his own use a 
dream that John recounts for him. 

Sachs’ style is impressionistic 
in rendering the “city-of-night” 
ethos of cruising, a world one 
speculates he knows well. And he 
lingers on his unpolished actors, 
allowing them to find their way 
into their characters. But The 
Delta resonates most powerfully 
in extrapolating a world of race 
and class inequities from a failed 
affair between two men. T

High energy

F ormer San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony Music Director Edo 
de Waart blew into town last 
week, following closely on the 
heels of another conductor laure¬ 
ate of the orchestra, Herbert 
Blomstedt. But whereas Blomstedt 
coaxed exceptional performances 
from the orchestra during his two- 
week visit here, de Waart never got 
beyond orchestral management. 

Every ten years or so the SF 
Symphony dusts off Anton 
Bruckner’s massive Seventh Sym¬ 
phony. Pierre Monteux led the 
First San Francisco Symphony 
performance of the piece in 1947, 
and since then Enrique Jorda, 
Josef Krips, Seiji Ozawa, Blomst¬ 
edt, and de Waart himself 20 years 
ago, have all had a go at it. De 
Waart’s second attempt last week 
to reveal the heart of this 65- 
minute masterpiece was decided¬ 
ly underwhelming. 

For Bruckner to succeed, a 
conductor must transcend mere 
bravura. Music of such enormous 
scope can’t be played for its sur¬ 
face appeal alone, no matter how 
inviting it might be. On the con¬ 
trary, a work of this magnitude 
stands or falls on the conductor’s 
ability to reveal something of the 
spiritual and intellectual qualities 
that inspired its creation. Without 
that important added dimension, 
the orchestra might as well be 
playing scales. Last week, de Waart 
seemed incapable of saying any¬ 
thing new with this piece, and his 
tendency to play ever louder and 
faster felt like a desperate attempt 
to disguise his lack of ideas. The 
performance was further marred 
by consistently poor intonation 
from the brass. 

The program opened with 
First Chair Cellist Michael Gre-

banier performing Robert Schu¬ 
mann’s Cello Concerto in A 
Minor. Grebanier provided an ad¬ 
equate reading of the work, espe¬

The accidental bigot

Same-Sex Marriage, Pro and 
Con: A Reader, edited with an in¬ 
troduction by Andrew Sullivan; 
Vintage, $14 

F or those baby-boomers most 
influenced by feminism and 
the Sexual Revolution, the 
issue of gay marriage — of Eve 
versus Steve, as the Evangelical 
Right chooses to frame the debate 
— is as significant as the contro¬ 
versies that swirl around the hotly 
contested issue of whether one 
should be allowed to go to the 
high school prom with a date of 
the same sex. Like the prom, gay 
marriage seems to us a simple 
matter of a basic civil right, but 
not something we can get terribly 
excited about, having watched too 
many relationships founder on the 
rocks, with once doting spouses 
brawling in divorce courts, hag¬ 
gling over every stick of furniture, 
pot holder, and place mat. 

For us, gay marriage is like a 
lunch counter where homosexuals 
aren’t allowed to dine, and where 
we therefore fully intend to stage a 
lengthy sit-in, to park ourselves 
down right beneath the noses of 
the exasperated waitresses until 
they pull their pencils from be¬ 
hind their ears and take our or¬ 
ders. But please don’t mistake our 
eagerness to sit at this counter as a 
sign that we like the food. Please 
don’t insist that we see this Wool- 
worth’s or Wendy’s as the Four 
Seasons or Chez Panisse, as a four- 
star restaurant that merits our un¬ 
qualified respect. 

Conservative gay commenta¬ 
tor Andrew Sullivan asks us to 
treat this endangered institution 
much more reverently than many 
of us really care to. His interesting, 
if extremely fragmentary, anthol¬ 
ogy Same-Sex Marriage, Pro and 
Con: A Reader brings together dis¬ 
parate and fascinating documents 
from both ends of the political 
spectrum, from vicious attacks by 
reactionary Jewish talk show host 
Dennis Prager, who maintains 
that gay liberation is one small 
step down a slippery slope toward 
“incest liberation,” to maundering 
transcriptions of Congressional 
debates in which the eloquent 
Barney Frank squares off with the 
stammeringly inarticulate Sonny 
Bono, the homophobic father of a 
lesbian. The book offers the pro¬ 
foundly demoralizing spectacle of 
presumably rational and intelli¬ 
gent people using reason to justi¬ 
fy their visceral, unthinking prej¬ 
udices, at once boldly champi¬ 
oning the civil rights of blacks and 
yet reviling homosexuality as an 
abomination against nature or a 
self-indulgent exercise in socially 
irresponsible narcissism. 

One of the reasons that many 
gay baby-boomers find the issue of 
gay marriage so troubling is that it 
is closely linked to another related 
issue, one that the uxorious purists 
in Sullivan’s anthology almost 
unanimously take to task as the ul¬ 
timate no-no, sexual promiscuity. 
The controversy over gay marriage 
has become more pressing in the 
last few years because many gay ac¬ 
tivists view it in explicitly prophy¬ 
lactic terms, as if it were a leash 
that will curb our voracious sexu¬ 
al appetites and save us from the 
ravages of AIDS. The subtext of the 
marriage debate is not love but 
death, not valentines but viruses. 
The writers in Sullivan’s collection 
take every opportunity to cluck 
their tongues disapprovingly at ca¬ 
sual sexual encounters, asserting 
with evangelical fervor that 
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Editor Andrew Sullivan. 


monogamy is the only permissible 
context for the expression of ho¬ 
mosexual desire, which must be 
swathed in thick layers of senti¬ 
mentality and viewed through 
rose-colored glasses of romance. In 
Sullivan’s anthology, an eery simi¬ 
larity emerges between the 
monogamist and the bigot: both 
do what homophobes have done 
for decades — outlaw promiscu¬ 
ous gay sex and stigmatize homo¬ 
sexual encounters in all but the 
most limited, morally sanctioned 
situations, as the gay conservative 
Jonathan Rauch does in his essay 
“For Better or Worse?” in which he 
sadistically ostracizes old maids 
and eagerly anticipates a time 
when single gay people are “disap¬ 
proved of or pitied.” 

Many of the reactionary com¬ 
mentators in Sullivan’s collection 
argue that homosexual marriage 
would sap the foundations of an 
already shaky institution, that it 
would deliver the coup de grace to 
an arrangement that has become 
a travesty of what it once was, 
trivialized by an epidemic of do¬ 
mestic violence, out-of-wedlock 
pregnancies, and even partial- 
birth abortions. But this argu¬ 
ment is simply a dodge, an at¬ 
tempt to scapegoat innocent vic¬ 
tims who are being forced to bare 
the brunt of the disintegration of 
the entire nuclear family, a belea¬ 
guered unit that many view as the 
very backbone of social stability 
but which in fact has collapsed 
into a shambles because of 
spousal abuse and child neglect, 
dead-beat dads and latch-key 
kids. The threat of legally recog¬ 
nized homosexual relationships is 
a scourge that many intolerant 
heterosexuals are using to put 
their own houses in order, a clever 
tool that diverts attention from 
the institution’s self-inflicted 
wounds by evoking the specter of 
godless reprobates who would de¬ 
file a sacrament that elevated di¬ 
vorce statistics have already done 
a splendid job of desecrating. ▼

A House on the Ocean, A House 
on the Bay by Felice Picano; 

Faber and Faber, $24.95 

T he memoir is a demanding 
literary form. Unlike the 
novel, which creates a fic¬ 
tional world and stands or falls on 
the basis of how captivating that 
world is, the memoir recollects a 
world that has already been “cre¬ 
ated” by experience and refined by 
memory. By attempting to engage 
the reader in a particular inter¬ 
pretation of a set of events, the 
memoir has to justify itself in 
ways that fiction does not. It is not 
enough for a memoir to simply 
tell a story; it has to reflect upon, 
and draw lessons from, a life lived. 

A House on the Ocean, A House 
on the Bay is Felice Picano’s at¬ 
tempt to come to terms with his 
life in Manhattan and the Fire Is¬ 
land Pines during the 1960s and 
’70s. As a memoir it sometimes 
seems forced. The book is a kind 
of “sentimental journey” for Pi¬ 
cano, who reflects upon his friend¬ 
ships and romances of the time, 
and laments the passing away of 
“what it was, and who it was.” 

Picano also recalls those years 
in terms of his development as a 
writer. As he moves through a suc¬ 
cession of less-than-fulfilling jobs 
(helping out at his father’s busi¬ 
ness, working as a bookstore man-

ager, and even stuffing envelopes), 
he remains committed to his desire 
to write, despite a certain amount 
of loneliness and isolation. 

Clearly, the sacrifices that writ¬ 
ing demands have not stopped Pi¬ 
cano from becoming one of 
today’s most prolific and versatile 
gay writers. In addition to produc¬ 
ing numerous novels, including 
the award-winning Like People in 
History, and such nonfiction as 
The New Joy of Gay Sex, Picano 
has also published many short sto¬ 
ries and essays, as well as excerpts 
from the journal he’s kept for 
most of his life. The journal plays 
a prominent role in his new mem¬ 
oir, which is actually the third in a 
series; the two previous volumes, 
Ambidextrous and Men Who Loved 
Me, covered his childhood, adoles¬ 
cent, and student years. 

A House on the Ocean, A House 
on the Bay is a study in dualisms. 
The two houses mentioned in the 


his brushes with death: an armed 
robbery in his father’s store, and a 
misdiagnosis of cancer. 

Despite his prominence as a 
gay literary figure (in addition to 
writing, the author has founded 
several gay publishing concerns 
and is one of the founders of the 
Violet Quill Club, an organization 
established to help other gay writ¬ 
ers), Picano spends relatively little 
time reflecting on his identity as a 
gay writer. He seems more con¬ 
cerned with chronicling his move¬ 
ment through the gay social cir¬ 
cles of the ’60s and ’70s. He drops 
names with abandon. Sometimes, 
as in his description of his ac¬ 
quaintance with Bette Midler, this 
is both entertaining and enlight¬ 
ening; in many other instances, 
however, it seems gratuitous. 

While these lapses are more or 
less forgivable, what’s harder to 
take is Picano’s almost elitist asser¬ 
tion that he was part of a gay Gold-

book’s title, for example, refer to 
two sides of Fire Island, and, by 
extension, to two ways of experi¬ 
encing the world: “What distin¬ 
guished the two most clearly, and 
connected them so closely, was in¬ 
tensity of sound. On the ocean 
side, the constant susurration of 
the surf seemed to blanket all in 
an undertone of white noise. But 
[on the bay side] ... it was the is¬ 
land itself and its life that filled my 
awakenings and dreams.” 

In many ways, the book is 
about these two forces, the relent¬ 
less “white noise” distractions of 
the world and fate, and the “awak¬ 
enings and dreams” of Picano’s 
romantic and literary pursuits. 
While Picano is an engaging 
writer, the tension of these two 
forces isn’t always gripping. He 
sometimes gets carried away with 
the richness of details his journals 
no doubt provide him. For exam¬ 
ple, Picano spends a considerable 
amount of time describing his 
conflicts with the bookstore em¬ 
ployees he managed. It’s not ex¬ 
actly high drama, but Picano 
seems to think it is. He’s much 
more effective describing two of 


en Age that makes the present pale 
by comparison. Toward the end of 
his memoir he revisits his old 
haunts to remember the places and 
people that are no more. As he ad¬ 
dresses those who share his sense 
of loss, as well as the “very, very 
many” who never experienced the 
Pines, he declares,"... you may de¬ 
spair! For ours was the moment, 
the irretrievable moment of glory, 
and now all is decline.” 

Later, when he derides the ar¬ 
rival of the “new people,” includ¬ 
ing the “late- 1980s young lesbians 
and their goatee-bearded, close- 
cropped headed[,] buff-bodied, 
hairless young gay buddies,” Pi¬ 
cano seems to forget that he and 
his crowd were once the young 
new arrivals who moved in on the 
turf of the island’s older gay set. 
While it’s no doubt true that the 
places Picano once cherished have 
changed, and probably not all for 
the better, his tone hardly encour¬ 
ages sympathy. In the final analy¬ 
sis, Picano’s memoir is self-serv¬ 
ing, and misses the opportunity to 
present an instructive examina¬ 
tion of a significant time and 
place in gay history. ▼

Seasons of the Heart by Jackie 
Calhoun; Naiad, $11.95 

S arah lay in the bed she 
shared with Fran these past 
five years pretending to 
read...‘Want to make love?’ Fran 
asked. ‘Not tonight,’ she said. Not 
when she was struggling to be 
free.” With these few but well-cho¬ 
sen words, Jackie Calhoun shows 
us a relationship in serious need 
of separate vacations. Fran and 
Sarah have been together for five 
years, but following her mother’s 
death and the overwhelming 
dreariness of her daily life, Sarah 
decides the only way to save her¬ 
self is to get out and quickly. 
Stunned by her abrupt departure, 
Fran is left to face the rest of her 
life alone, and she is considerably 
less than thrilled by the prospect. 

Calhoun does a fine job of 
capturing the joys, sorrows and 
tedium of the everyday without 
ever being tedious for her reader. 
She creates memorable characters 
and places them in believable sit¬ 
uations. On the way to an ab¬ 
solutely credible conclusion, she 
offers wry observations about the 
ways in which we lesbians find 
and make families and communi¬ 
ties. The efforts of Fran and Sarah 
to find their separate ways are 
moving, sometimes funny, and al¬ 
ways filled with the stuff of truth. 

The subplot concerning Fran’s 
mother’s becoming senile is par-

with a yoga-teaching colleague, 
examination by a supercilious 
physician, an attempt to discuss 
Forster and Woolf with his 
evening class at the Polytechnic — 
these are all just so many oppor¬ 
tunities for anguish, frustration, 
and humiliation on a small scale. 
But when Trevor gets his nose 
bloodied by a yahoo on the bus, 
his life seems to turn a corner in a 
surprisingly gay ending.

Notes From an Incomplete Revo¬ 
lution: Real Life Since Feminism 
by Meredith Maran; Bantam, 
$22.95 

hat’s wrong with this 
book is summed up in its 
subtitle: Real Life Since 
Feminism. Meredith Maran con¬ 
flates her life with real life as if 


there were no other possibilities 
for real life that differed from her 
own experience. This enables her 
to make gross generalizations 
from the sparsest evidence. The 
primacy of personal experience 
has a long and troubled history in 
feminist theory. It came from the 
real experiences of millions of 
women who were told that they 
weren’t feeling what they felt, who 
were told that their experiences 
were untrue, whether in the mat¬ 
ter of vaginal orgasm, the frustra¬ 
tion of their lives, or menstrual 
cramps. I knew a doctor who hos¬ 
pitalized women who complained 
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O ur fondest memories of youth 
are of sailing down the muddy 
Chester River into the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay, tiller in one hand, gin & 
tonic in the other.

of cramps, not because of their 
pain, but because they were deny¬ 
ing their femininity by making up 
stories about discomfort. 

In the early days of conscious¬ 
ness-raising groups, it was an arti¬ 
cle of faith that personal experi¬ 
ence was always true. It was just a 
short hop to “always true for all 
people in all times and places,” 
and that was the problem. In the 
war of opposing experiences, no 
one could win. Over time, most of 
us learned to respect the truth of 
an incident for the individual 
while asking for more data before 
globalizing the situation. 

Not so Meredith Maran. She 
speaks to two transsexuals, one 
MTF, the othe FTM, and is then 
able to make sweeping, and I be¬ 
lieve unfounded, pronounce¬ 
ments about gender. Had she 
bothered to read a little, rather 
than accept as true for all people 
the life experiences of two people, 
she might have learned that there 
are lots more views on gender 
than her limited sample might 
suggest. 

I found myself becoming more 
and more annoyed as I read Notes 
From an Incomplete Revolution. 
For one thing, for a woman who 
claims to be a feminist, Maran is 
hopelessly devoted to men, men, 
men. In fact, a better subtitle for 
this volume might have been 
Where the Boys Are. When she 
isn’t fantasizing about hunky men 
to her lover, Ann (how did that 
feel to Ann, I wonder), she’s rem¬ 
iniscing about her favorite 
boyfriend. By the time she de¬ 
clares to Ann, after the muffler on 
her car is damaged, “I want a hus¬ 
band,” the question is not whether 
Ann will leave her but when. 

The life of a woman/feminist 
as defined by Maran is one of ter¬ 
ror, depression and danger. She 


describes in detail a trip to a mar¬ 
tial arts demonstration in which 
young women show their 
strength and physical skills. 
Maran responds: “I know that 
nothing can shield these girls 
[who, she reports, just threw boys 
through the air], or Ann, or me, 
from the life-threatening condi¬ 
tion of being female. No kicks or 
punches, no yelling or facing 
down fear — nothing can stop a 
bullet in flight, a husband on the 
rampage, a rapist in the night.” 
Well, a bullet maybe, but ram¬ 
paging husbands are being 
stopped as are rapists, Maran to 
the contrary. The answer is more 
self-defense classes, not more 
paralyzing fear. 

The author spends a great deal 
of time exploring the ways in 
which her poor pitiful self has 
been damaged, betrayed, and oth¬ 
erwise put upon at the hands of a 
cold mother, a too-friendly father, 
and all the men who were just not 
enough for her, all the while trash¬ 
ing other women who, she de¬ 
cides, are acting like victims. That 
these women have in fact been 
raped, abused, or otherwise vic¬ 
timized is not important. Of 
course not, because these bad 
women are being mean to men. 
Did I mention that Maran has two 
teenage sons? Could that be the 
reason for her infatuation with, 
and overvaluing of, maleness? 
Could that be why she seems 
hopelessly stuck in a pre-feminist 
definition of what gender means? 

A person given to psychoana¬ 
lyzing strangers based on their 
writing might infer that Maran is 
working through some real un¬ 
happiness in her life. Unfortu¬ 
nately, her observations are nei¬ 
ther personal enough nor general 
enough to be of any interest, let 
alone any use. Those who ad¬ 
mired Maran’s first book, What 
It’s Like to Live Now, are advised to 
read it again, and skip this trite 
and tedious tome. ▼
